' ilitary electronic equipment which form 


the nerve system of a modern fighting 
force. 

An important consideration in carry- 
ing out SCEL’s broad responsibilities, is 


_ to maintain a proper balance of effort de- 


voted to basic and applied research as 
against the engineering development pro- 
gram, Approximately twenty per cent of 
the effort of SCEL is applied towards 
overall research. Of this total research 
program supported by the Signal Corps, 
approximately one-fifth is conducted 
within its own laboratories, while the re- 
Mainder is being met by means of ap- 
proximately one hundred contracts with 
academic institutions, research founda- 
tions and industrial organizations. The 
Signal Corps research program is based 
upon the premise that in extending the 
frontiers of knowledge, as a part of the 
military program, a close linkage must be 
Maintained between the engineering 
8roups directly concerned with applica- 
tion and those conducting research. Ac- 
cordingly, the external research program 
is closely followed by civilian scientists 
within SCEL doing related research and 
who in turn are required to have broad 
knowledge of the engineering programs 
under way, so that very little time in- 
terval exists between basic discovery and 
Consideration of military applications.

Widows Suffer Loss 
By Delay in Decision 


Widows and other dependents of mili- 
tary personnel, who had been retired for 
physicial disability prior to 1 Oct. 1949, 
but who died subsequent to that date, are 
not entitled to the increased compensa- 
tion due under the new Pay Act, but 
unpaid at the time of the death. 

This is the substance of an opinion of 
the Army Judge Advocate General, con- 
cerning the claim of a widow for the 
difference between the retired pay drawn 
by her husband subsequent to 1 Oct. and 
the amount he should have received un- 
der the Career Compensation Act. 

Payment of increased compensation 
to those retired for physical disability 
prior to the passage of the new law has 
been held up for more than five months, 
awaiting promulgation of Presidential 
regulations, covering procedure under the 
Act, and prescribing the agency respon- 
sible for payments, hospitalization and 
re-examination. Pending such approval, 
they are still being paid at the rates in 
force prior to the passage of the new law. 

In the meantime, a number of persons 
drawing retired pay for disability, and 
who would normally be paid at the in- 
creased rates authorized by the new Act, 
have died. In many cases these persons 
would have been entitled to pay increases 
retroactive to 1 Oct. 1949, if they had 
lived. Under the opinion of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Army such sums 
cannot be paid to the estates or to the 
next of kin. 

Section 411 of the new Pay Act pre- 
scribes that each individual previously 
retired for physical disability may elect 
within five years to receive pay under 
the old law, or under the schedules and 
conditions fixed by the new Act. How- 
ever, until the long-delayed regulations 
are approved no one is permitted to 
make the election provided by law. 

The Army Judge Advocate General 
holds that under the law only the retired 
person, himself, can make the election. 
The opportunity to make this choice ends 
with the death of the individual. Even 
though a person may not be permitted in 
his lifetime to choose under which law he 
is to be paid, his widow cannot decide for 
him now or after the promulgation of the 
Presidential regulations. Hence, she and 
his other surviving dependents are denied 
any right to the amount of the retroac- 
tive pay raise that he would have received 
had he not died before the issuance of 
the proposed regulations. 

Apparently the only way in which this 
manifestly unfair situation can be cor- 
rected is through remedial legislation. 
The Defense Department has not yet de- 
cided whether to request Congressional 
action to establish the right of the widow 
or other dependents to the retroactive 
pay increases accruing to deceased per- 
sonnel under the Career Compensation 
Act. 

Spurred by a Congressional inquiry of 
the House Armed Services Committee, 
the interested agencies attempted this 
week to agree on a new draft of appro- 
priate Presidential regulations and an

Legislation to make the Commandant 
of the Marine Corps a member of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and to require peace- 
time rotation of the JCS chairmanship 
among the Services was introduced this 
week by Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), 
of the House Armed Services Committee. 

The bill, H.R. 7580, would amend the 
National Security Act further to limit to 
five per cent the amount of appropriated 
money for any item of the military de- 
partments which could be withheld from 
expenditure until pertinent details had 
been discussed by the Secretary of De- 
fense with Congressional Appropriations 
Committees. 

All three proposals were presaged in 
the conclusions of the Armed Services 
Committee’s report on “Unification and

Postpone Hospitals’ 
Closing, Vinson Asks 


Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), of the 
House Armed Services Committee this 
week called upon Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson to issue a “stop-order” on 
the closing of military hospitals. 

No medical facility should be elimi- 
nated or curtailed, Chairman Vinson con- 
tended, until the current Congressional 
investigation of military hospitals is 
completed. 

His communication to Secretary John- 
son came after Rear Adm. Joel T. Boone, 
MC, USN, had labeled “shortsighted” the 
plan to close five major military hospi- 
tals —four Army and one Navy — and 
severely reduce bed staffing at other 
installations. The Department  subse- 
quently announced that Admiral Boone 
had been relieved on 28 Feb. of his post 
as senior military member on the Staff 
of the Department of Defense Director 
of Medical Services. 

Earlier, in response to unanimous 
sentiment among members of the special 
Armed Services subcommittee investigat- 
ing hospitals, Secretary Johnson had 
directed that no facilities or equipment 
be moved from the hospitals to be closed 
before 1 April, except in emergency cases 
where installations to be expanded re- 
quired these items immediately. 

The economy program ordered imple- 
mented by Dr. Richard Meiling, Director 
of Medical Services, would close four 
Army general hospitals and the Long 
Beach Naval Hospital, Calif., by 1 July. 
The Army hospitals are: Percy Jones 
GH, Mich.; Murphy GH, Wash.; Valley 
Forge GH, Pa.; and Oliver General 
Hospital, Ga. 

Early next week the .subcommittee, 
headed by Representative L. Mendel 
Rivers (D-S.C.), will begin an on-the- 
site inspection of the hospitals to be 
inactivated, after which hearings will be 
resumed in Washington. 

A Naval medical officer for 36 years, 
personal physician to Presidents Harding, 
Coolidge and Hoover and winner of the 
Congressional Medal of Honor for World 
War I service in France with the Marine 
Corps, Admiral Boone revealed that as 
the ranking military adviser to the Direc- 
tor of Medical Services he was not con- 
sulted regarding the hospital closings. 

His testimony followed previous state- 
ments by Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, 
USA, Rear Adm. Clifford A. Swanson, 
USN, and Maj. Gen. Harry Armstrong, 
USAF, respective heads of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force medical depart- 
ments, that they likewise had no fore- 
knowledge of the hospital economy plan. 

Admiral Boone stated that the decision 
to close installations and reduce bed ca- 
pacity, was made entirely by Dr. Meiling 
and Mr. Joseph Corrie, a budget expert 
in the Department of Defense. In his tes- 
timony, Admiral Boone observed that 
Dr. Meiling was graduated from medical 
school in 1937 and that Mr. Corrie was 
a hospital corpsman, third class, during 
the war. The Naval doctor said that

General Omar. Bradley, USA, Chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, this 
week publicly renewed his plea for the 
formulation of a “long-range military 
policy that cannot be bent by each shift 
in the wind, tempered or softened from 
day to day.” 

General Bradley told members of the 
Women’s National Press Club in Wash- 
ington, D. C., that “if the military pre- 
parations behind the Iron Curtain become 
the barometer for our national policies, 
then the likelihood of peace becomes as 
unpredictable as the March weather.” 

At the same time, General Bradley de- 
cried the “national confusion” which has 
resulted from international tension, 
heightened by the President’s announce- 
ment of an atomic explosion in the Soviet 
Union. 

“There has been increasing doubt about 
our own security and continued preoc- 
cupation with Russian capabilities of ag- 
gression,” General Bradley declared. 
“This international tension has fostered 
national confusion. If we allow this con- 
fusion to persist, we can only expect a 
future period of national frustration. In 
our bafflement,” he warned, “we could 
make errors in judgment and action 
that would do us irreparable harm.” 

General Bradley indicated that if the 
United States were to attempt to match 
Russia plane for plane, ship for ship and 
division for division, “we will have to 
lower the American standard of living, 
and I am sure, permanently adopt large 
peacetime conscription.” 

He said that with funds provided in the 
Fiscal Year 1951 budget “we are going to 
achieve the necessary forces to prevent a 
disastrous attack from crippling this na- 
tion. I also believe,” he continued, “that 
our forces in being and our mobilization 
pace, will be suflicient, together with the 
forces and potential of friendly nations, 
to win a war if it comes.” 


Text of Gen. Bradley’s Address 

The following is the text of General 
Bradley’s address. 

“It would have been easier for the Amer- 
ican people if the mantle of world leader- 
ship had fallen across their shoulders in a 
time of peace, and international harmony. 
Circumstances, however, have willed it oth- 
erwise. The economic, political, spiritual, 
and military leadership of the Western world 
has devolved upon us in the midst of a cold 
war of economic distress, political insecurity, 
and international tension. 

“For four years after World War II, Amer- 
icans thought more about reconstruction than 
defense, more about peace than about war. 
In the background lurked the ominous 
shadow of the atomic bomb. But we alone 
held the atomic weapon. 

“‘However, in the past six months since 
the President's announcement of an atomic 
explosion in the Soviet Union, the American 
public has given more thought to the possi- 
bility of war. There has been increasing 
doubt about our own security, and continued 
preoccupation with Russian capabilities of 
aggression. 

“This international tension has fostered 
national confusion. If we allow this con- 
fusion to persist, we can only expect a fu- 
ture period of national frustration. In our 
bafflement, we could make errors in judg- 
ment and action that would do us irrepara- 
ble harm. 

“American leaders, with the full support 
and understanding of the American people, 
can dispel the present confusion by thinking 
sensibly, calmly, and clearly about national 
security. 

“On the foreign policy of our government, 
and its supporting military strength, rests 
the confidence of all friendly nations. 

Leng-Range Policy 

“If Americans intend to pursue a course 
leading to an increasing security, it is es- 
sential that they give more attention to long- 
range plans for defense. This nation has 
adopted a long-range policy of international 


| peace, and international collective security. 
This policy needs the support of a sound, 
long-range military policy that cannot be 
bent by each shift in the wind, tempered or 
softened from day to day. 

“If the military preparations behind the 
Iron Curtain become the barometer for our 
national policies, then the likelihood of peace 
becomes as unpredictable as the March 
weather. 

“The headline phrasing of the question 
for 1950 is this: Are the U. S. defenses ade- 
quate? This question may be an oversimpli- 
fled statement of the confusion on defense 
matters. 

“If we believe that war is to be thrust 
upon us in the near future, a 13 billion dol- 
lar budget fails to provide the air power, 
the naval power, and the ground units es- 
sential to waging it by ourselves. 

“But our question can no longer be ap- 
plied only to U.S. defense. For in the 
studied opinion of any aggressor, the indus- 
trial, commercial, and cultural prize of the 
world is Western Europe. 

“Our defense needs, and our appraisal of 
adequacy, must include all of the friendly 
nations of the North Atlantic Treaty organ- 
ization, as well as those other nations in Eu- 
rope whose security is tied in with our own. 

“As we study the problem of our own 
security, we must realize that our first goal 
is the prevention of war. The program for 
gaining this objective is the responsibility 
of the President, the Congress, and the 
President's cabinet advisers, among whom 
the most important is the Secretary of State. 


Military Backing 

““At the same time, however, it is the re- 
sponsibility of the Secretary of Defense and 
his military advisers to assist in the pro- 
grams for peace. The Department of Defense 
must provide the military backing for these 
national policies. 

“Several hundred thousand men and 
women of the national military establishment 
are overseas engaged in such activities for 
the nation. Our occupation forces in the Far 
East, and in Europe, and all the supporting 
naval and air forces, are engaged in carry- 
ing out national commitments which are a 
sequel to World War II, and a preface to the 
world peace which we hope to attain. 

“It is obvious that a great portion of the 
defense budget is expended in this role of 
the Defense Department. The Joint Chiefs 
of Staff devote a great part of their thought 
and effort to the support of these programs. 
Many of the papers handled by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff from day to day are for these 
specific purposes, in order that we can ad- 
vise the President, through the Secretary 
of Defense, on the military implications of 
the plans, programs and actions involving 
national policy. 

“If these programs and policies of the 
peace offensive at any time falter or break 
down, then we are charged with the protec- 
tion of the United States by armed force, 
and the ultimate protection of any nation 
or group of nations whom the American 
people acknowledge as allies. 

“Our basic military structure consists of 
two main elements—the forces in being, and 
the mobilization base. Because the United 
States will not make war of its own voli- 
tion, a fact as apparent to any aggressor 
as it is to us, our forces in being are main- 
tained at a strength which can prevent dis- 
aster in the event we are attacked, and which 
ean strike a retaliatory blow that will be 
strong enough to slow down the aggressor 
while we mobilize. It would be economically 
foolhardy and politically inconsistent for us 
to maintain forces in being sufficient to win 
a major war. 

Anti-Submarine Warfare 

“Our mobilization base must provide the 
educational, training, and logistical facilities 
that will assure us of a quick expansion of 
the Armed Forces in order that we can 
eventually bring the full might of this na- 
tion, in conjunction with allied nations, to 
bear upon the enemy. 

“The forces in being must be maintained 
at sufficient strength, and with sufficient 
weapons, to protect the United States and to 
hold the bases which we would need in case 
of war. The Navy must have the capacity of 
keeping the sea lanes open to these bases, 
and to our allies. At present, the. greatest 
threat to this ability is the modern subma- 
rine. Admiral Sherman’s submarine program 
and his anti-submarine program must go 








along as fast as our research and develop- 
ment facilities will permit. We must not 
stint on any well-conceived and coordinated 
plan for solving the submarine menace. I am 
glad to be able to tell you, from my personal 
observation, that we are progressing rapidly 
in this field. 

‘“‘The Army has managed to effect the sav- 
ings demanded in the present budget and 
still provide 10 divisions of ground forces, 
plus additional regiment combat teams, with 
their essential combat-support and supply 
units. 

“The Air Force program at present is 
building toward 48 groups, which, in many 
respects, are larger and stronger than sim- 
ilar groups that were in existence two years 
ago. 

“The present forces cannot give the United 
States an absolute guarantee against a dis- 
astrous blow. But these balanced forces are 
a part of the longer-range plan to provide 
an optimum chance of withstanding an at- 
tack, to be followed immediately by mo- 
bilization. 

“Our stockpile of atomic bombs, and our 
ability to deliver them, affords us an imme- 
diate but inconclusive blow of retaliation. 
Our research and development program, not 
only in bombs and missiles, but in other 
weapons and techniques, if properly main- 
tained and supported, should continue to im- 
prove the position of the United States and 
its friends. 

Economy Program 

“Our mobilization base, which includes 
our industrial mobilization program, de 
mands constant and careful evaluation. 
When budget economy cuts out an army di- 
vision, or a navy ship, or an air force squad- 
ron, it is quickly apparent. But when a 
budget economy cuts sharply into the mobili- 
zation base, its effect is not so readily ap- 
parent. It is in this fleld that reductions 
may do us great harm for the long pull, and 
yet it is in this field that cutbacks can be 
most readily applied. 

“During the past year, the Department 
of Defense has reported a continuing pro- 
gram of economy to the people of the United 
States, and there have been publicly ex- 
pressed grave doubts as to whether these 
economies had adversely affected our secu- 
rity. It is unfortunately true that no matter 
how hard we try, in many instances real 
savings can only be made by cutting down 
the funds allowed. To cut out the fat and 
build the muscle, you frequently have to 
cut out the rich diet. Wartime habits of op- 
eration in a hurry, at a greater expense, ere 
hard to break, but once broken, improved 
efficiency with real savings is the result. 

“In some measure, this present 13 billion 
dollar budget cuts the pocketbook for econ- 
omy’s sake, and, we hope, for improved effi- 
ciency in the next fiscal year. There are 
real evidences that duplications and extra 
expenses have been curtailed. For that rea- 
son, I went along with the present budget 
reduction, feeling sure that in the long run 
we could improve our security. 

“At the conclusion of World War II, with 
this nation feeling sure that further combat 
was not required, the fighting units were 
demobilized faster than the service units and 
the shore stations. As we have moved farther 
from World War II, and have taken care 
of as much property that was left over from 
the war as we could, having disposed of 
some and stored some, we can now cut back 
on service and shore establishments. 

“At present, I feel that the economies in 
our defense structure have not cut too deep- 
ly into our mobilization base. On the other 
hand, I also feel that further economies in 
some of the mobilization programs, including 
industrial preparedness, should not be ef- 
fected without very careful consideration of 
what it may mean to the U. S. security in five 
or ten years. Secretary Johnson and I agree 
on the importance of the mobilization base. 

“One of the most important duties assigned 
to the Joint Chiefs of Staff is the recom- 
mended allocation of funds to the three serv- 
ices. In this area, the defense plans come 
face to face with dollars, and with the basic 
question of whether or not we are providing 
adequate security. However, in the prepara- 
tion of this budget for Fiscal Year 1951, cog- 
nizance has been taken of the fact that the 
size and expense of our Armed Forces must 
not be allowed to destroy the economy of this 
country. It is frankly acknowledged that this 
latter consideration is not within the purview 





of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, nor the Secretary 
of Defense. 
Concern Over Russian Strength 

‘In regard to our budget, I must refer once 
more to the concern of the American people 
with Russian military capabilities. Over a 
long period of peacetime, the United States 
should not expect to match the Soviet Union 
plane for plane, ship for ship, division for 
division without lowering its standard of 
living. 

“It is truly understood that forces in being, 
including ground, air, and navy, are not suffi- 
cient now to fight a major war. Nor would 
they be sufficient for such a calamity by the 
end of the Fiscal Year of 1951. 

‘But I feel that we are going to achieve 
the necessary forces to prevent a disastrous 
attack from crippling this nation. I also be 
lieve that our forces in being, and our mobili- 
zation base, will be sufficient, together with 
the forces and potential of friendly nations, 
to win a war if it comes. 

‘*Whenever we count up our armed forces, 
we must include the dependable forces of the 
friendly nations who are allied with us to 
ward a common goal of prolonged peace and 
collective security. Even now, if we take ac- 
count of our total planes, and ships, and of 
the ground combat units, the relative position 
is not as insecure as indicated at first glance. 
As time goes on, we will be able to count 
even more effective units in the air force, navy 
and army units of friendly nations, if we con- 
tinue present programs of mutual assistance 
and collective strategic planning. 

“If it is the desire of the American people 
to assemble forces that will statistically give 
the United States a preponderance of military 
power next year, then we shall have to be 
come an armed camp. We will have to lower 
the American standard of living, and I am 
sure, permanently adopt large peacetime con- 
scription. Eventually, such forces will be a 
drain, not only on the economy, but on democ- 
racy and its many freedoms. 

“T have stated many times that in my 
opinion, we may be able to work out a solu- 
tion to this international conflict without a 
war; that I hope we can work out a solution 
for permanent peace; that we can combine 
our military potential and our peaceful inten- 
tion in a strategy for peace. 

‘These statements are based on the assump 
tion that we, the American people, are always 
going to insist on remaining strong—economi- 
cally, politically, and militarily. If we do not 
maintain this strength—and especially if we 
become confused to the point of disarmament 
—we will sacrifice any possibility that this na- 
tion may finally forge a lasting peace. 

‘In summary, I believe that: We are build- 
ing toward sufficient forces in being to avert 
disaster and to retaliate vigorously in case we 
are attacked. We have a mobilization poten 
tial which will insure victory in the end; and 
we must combine with friendly nations for 
collective security.”’

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Policy for Military Power 
(In its lengthy report on “Unification and 
Strategy,’ published in last week’s issue of 
THE JouRNAL, the House Armed Services 
Committee expressed concern over the inade- 
gate correlation between military power and 
national policy. The Committee called for a 
top-level review of this critical problem. In 
this regard, a recent address by the Com- 
mandent of the Army’s Command and 
General Staff College is highly pertinent). 
T. Gen. M. S. Eddy, USA, Commandant 
of the Command and General Staff 
College, Ft Leavenworth, Kans., speaking 
before the Rhode Island General Assem- 
bly in Providence during a Washington’s 
Birthday observance, stated that there is 
almost a complete void in our national 
thinking on the role of military power 
as a support of national policy. 

The general bluntly told his audience of 
the Joint Session of the Legislature that 
“of all the instruments of policy, the 
United States has consistently had the 
least understanding of the use of armed 
strength. In a world where military 
power plays a bigger part than ever, this 
nation dare not remain on its habitual 
course of blindness toward the fact that, 
like it or not, force is the final authority 
of policy.” 

He added: “The greatest problem fac- 
ing the American people is the survival 
of the United States. That is an obvious 
proposition. But how many Americans 
see in it an urgent demand for action? 
The United States stands as the strong- 
est member of the free democratic camp. 
We are bending every effort to revitalize 
the other members of our camp by Mar- 
shall Plan aid, the Atlantic Pact. . 
The potential military threat demands 
not only that the United States be strong, 
but also that our friends be able to stand 
with us.” 

General Eddy pointed out that “the 
United States has been a relatively im- 
mature nation in such things before. We 
have never been faced with such a situa- 
tion and the responsibility that goes with 
it. The big question in my mind is 
whether or not we have matured enough 
to be thoroughly convinced that adequate 
armed strength is the only element of 
the democratic camp which is respected 
enough to securely maintain peace. We 
still tend to seek an easy out for this 
military part of our obligation to human- 
ity and our responsibility for  self- 
protection. By we, I mean, of course, the 
people of the nation—for without their 
expression of will in these matters, there 
is no policy of any kind, domestic or in- 
ternational, civilian or military.” 

In the House Chamber as General 
Eddy addressed the Senate and House 
in Joint session were Governor Pastore, 
justices of the Supreme Court, Dr. 
Samuel T. Arnold, vice president of 
Brown University and Vice Admiral 
Donald B. Beary, president of the Naval 
War College, Newport, Rhode Island. 
General Eddy sprinkled his speech lib- 
erally with references to conditions in 
other countries of the world and he par- 
ticularly directed his remarks toward 
nations controlled by Communists. 

“The dominant military forces in 
Europe today are the armies of the com- 
munist nations,” the general said. He 
added, “At this early stage in allied de- 
fense planning there is one fact on which 
there is universal agreement. It is that 
the combined land forces of the Allies, 
including the United States, are far from 
sufficient. In air and sea power, the Allies 
are relatively well off. On the ground 
they are definitely inferior.” 

Alluding to the atomic bomb, General 
Eddy stated, “it is little comfort to the 
people of Europe, who are faced with 
armies, to be assured that the United 
States can make exchanges in a bomb- 
ing war of attrition against the enemy 
homeland. If that is our only military 
Capability, they will be caught in the 
middle, overrun, occupied, despoiled and 
exploited to feed the communist war ma- 
chine . . . Would we bomb our friends 
because they had been overrun? They do 
not relish this prospect, and we must con- 
sider that it might at sometime seriously 
weaken their resolve.” 

Directing his comments toward the 
“imperialistic” communists, General Eddy 
Pointed out that “they have failed re- 
Peatedly to show any signs of cooperation 
in the efforts of the West to establish 
a firm peace. They maintain an armed 
force which, by no stretch of the imagina- 
tion, could be termed defensive. Certainly 





not in light of the forces that exist in 
the democratic camp. They are aiding 
and abetting the war in China. They are 
supporting rebellion and disorder else- 
where in the world in a manner which 
makes Hitler and Mussolini look like 
rank amateurs.” 


“What should our policy be in such a 
world? ... We should be strong enough 
to deter a thinking aggressor, and yet 
not so strong as to give any reasonable 
cause for creating fear of us... It must 
be a balanced force so far as all factors 
of national power are concerned.” 


The price of this nation for victory in 
war always has been disproportionately 
high because of its habitual unprepared- 
ness, General Eddy said, adding: “There 
is everying to be gained in acquiring and 
and maintaining preparedness. And there 
is everything to lose in seeking an escape 
from it.” 


General Eddy said he could not bring 
himself to believe that people of goodwill 
throughout the nation do not feel a close 
kinship with the military profession. “The 
number of veterans, the Reserve units, 
the National Guard activities; they all 
contribute to a popular contact with the 
military life. Almost every family in this 
nation has, or has had in recent years, 
some close and intimate contact with one 
or more of the three services.” 


“Certainly,” General Eddy continued, 
“there is no justification in all history for 
any feeling of distrust. There is not a 
single incident of historical precedent in 
this country where military men sought 
or assumed control of civil functions. 
There is not a single instance of their 
failure to assume or discharge any re- 
sponsibility assigned. There is everything 
to be gained by a popular confidence and 
pride in the military force of the nation.” 


General Eddy emphasized that “the 
mere fact that military force exists at all 
is an expression of your policy ... The 
principle of civil control of the Armed 
Forces always has been and remains 
accepted without qualification or desire 
for any other relationship. The military 
leaders, including the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff ... exist to implement and enforce 
the policies of the government, which 
acts for and by the people. Our concern 
is that the people must recognize what 
in the long run are their military prob- 
lems. They must think about them and 
act accordingly. National policy on mili- 
tary matters can rise no higher than its 
source, and that source is the American 
people.” He added: “Military power and 
the will to use it in the national interest 
spring from the people at large.” 


In regard to the Armed Forces, General 
Eddy said: “We exist to defend the coun- 
try. We attempt to be trained and 
equipped to do this job effectively. We 
are not visionaries or dreamers, but 
practical professional men, who have an 
obligation to perform at the call of your 
government. If we have professional 
pride, that is excusable—we would not 
be much good if we did not. But I believe 
the recent turbulence before Congress on 
unification — these serious, but under- 
standable growing pains—have demon- 
strated clearly that the Army, Navy and 
Air Force are and have always been 
ready to subordinate any pride in them- 
selves to a pride in the defense team.” 

“We, as a nation, are the greatest 
single force for peace in the world today. 
Our greatest danger will lie in any in- 
clination to forget or dodge the respon- 
sibilities which are ours. If the philosophy 
of the people does not include a spirited 
and realistic military attitude, then there 
is little hope that we can live up to our 
obligations in a realistic world. All the 
goodwill on earth will not, by itself, 
establish a respected military posture in 
the eyes of the world. I am convinced that 
if you and other thinking citizens will 
make clear to your representatives in 
government the kind of national policy 
you want, the armed forces—and the 
Army as a vital member of the team— 
will work out a safe and economical 
military policy to support it.”

Air-Sea Rescue System 

A new development in air-sea rescue 
methods was revealed by the Navy this 
week at the annual meeting of the In- 
stitute of Radio Engineers in New York 
City. 

The new system, called SOFAR, is in 
a sense an inverse underwater Loran. The 
name is derived from Sound Fixing and 
Ranging. 

With the aide of Sofar, an aviator 
forced down in the middle of the ocean 
may signal his location by releasing a 
one-pound bomb equipped with a hydro- 
static fuse. At a certain critical depth, 
the bomb explodes and three listeners, 
who may be as much as two thousand 


miles away, pick up, on separate receiv-. 


ing instruments, the sound of the explo- 
sion. By comparing the times of arrival 
of the sound energy waves at each of the 
three listening stations, they can de- 
termine from tables and charts the loca- 
tion of the distress signal. 

The sound channel theory, which makes 
the Sofar system possible, was postulated 
by Dr. Maurice Ewing of Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution, while he was 
conducting underwater sound studies, as 
purely military research, for the Navy 
during the war. Dr. Ewing proposed the 
development of a system to effect air-sea 
rescue. 

The U. S. Navy Underwater Sound 
Laboratory, New London, Conn., fur- 
nished the apparatus, technical and engi- 
neering service, and cooperated with the 
Woods Hole Institute in the prosecution 
of the problem. 

A number of other developments in 
Navy electronics equipment were also ex- 
hibited at the four-day meeting.

Housing Developments 

As Congressional action on the Depart- 
ment of Defense public works and con- 
struction measures continues and as a 
second bill to provide additional funds 
for these purposes is reported in the proc- 
ess of development, there were this week 
additional accounts of housing work at 
bases throughout the nation. 

The Galveston, Tex., District of the 
Corps of Engineers said that construc- 
tion of 680 apartments at various Army 
and Air Force installations has reached 
the half-way mark. 

Projects are underway at Carswell 
AFB, Lackland AFB, Randolph AFB, 
Bergstrom AFB and Camp Hood. At the 
latter site, 34 buildings are being erected 
to provide 272 apartments. 

A $5,000,000 project has been launched 
at MacDill AFB, Fla., where 550 hous- 
ing units are to be erected. Brig. Gen. 
James E. Briggs, 307th Bomb Wing com- 
mander, turned the first shovelful of 
earth. 

A $900,000 project at Chanute AFB, 
Ill. has been named O’Neill Courts, in 
honor of the late Col. Raymond E. 
O’Neill, killed in an aircraft accident 
near Chanute in May 1947. First tenants 
have begun to move in already.

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Raise Dual Job Limit 


A plea that the limitation on combined 
pay that may be given to retired person- 
nel holding civilian government jobs 
either be abolished or raised to a more 
realistic figure was made this week before 
the House Armed Services Committee by 
Vice Adm. Harry G. Hamlet, USCG-Ret., 
president of the Retired Officers Associa- 
tion. 

The present limitation is $3,000 a year, 
while the bill under consideration would 
raise it to $5,000. 

Admiral Hanmflet recalled that the 
limitation was ‘impgsed is*the Economy 
Act of 1932 ahd-@as dtsigned to spread 
employment. He continued: “In view of 
this situation, and of the necessity of 
making it possible for the federal govern- 
ment to select individuals from this 
competent group and to improve the op- 
portunity of the individuals presently 
affected by the restrictions imposed upon 
them to follow pursuits open to other 
American citizens, our Association feels 
that the presently existing limitation 
should be entirely removed or, if in the 
wisdom of Congress a limitation is con- 
sidered necessary, that it should be placed 
at a more realistic figure, for example 
$7,500, and our Association strongly rec- 
ommends the one action or the other.” 


No More Fat 


Management improvement rather than 
any substantial rendering of so-called ‘fat’ 
will account for future Army economies, 
Assistant Secretary Karl] R. Bendetsen de- 
clared this week. 

In a speech before the Poor Richard 
Club in Philadelphia, Assistant Secretary 
Bendetsen indicated that the “crash-type” 
saving program has about ended its effec- 
tiveness insofar as the Army is concerned. 
Similar statements were made during re- 
cent Congressional testimony by Secre- 
tary of the Army Gordon Gray and Gen. 
J. Lawton Collins, USA, Chief of Staff. 

“T would like to emphasize,” said Assist- 
ant Secretary Bendetsen, “that further 
economies in the Army today—which we 
hope and intend to accomplish—are neces- 
sarily limited to economies which can be 
effected largely through management im- 
provement rather than through any sub- 
stantial rendering of the so-called ‘fat.’ 
There have been concerted efforts made 
to get down to the desirable bone and 
muscles condition not only in the Army 
but also in our sister services. While 
there remains some fat, I am certain it is 
not extensive. Of course, from here on 
out one needs to be deadly accurate in 
further paring lest we pare into the 
vital muscles and sinew.”

Army Organization Bill 

A House Armed Services subcommittee 
late this week completed its detailed 
analysis of H.R. 5794, which provides for 
the organization of the Army and the 
Department of the Army. 

The subcommittee is slated to take up 
the measure in executive session early 
next week and it is likely the bill will be 
reported to the full committee for early 
approval. Representative Paul Kilday 
(D Tex) is chairman of the subcommittee. 

Representative Carl Vinson (D Ga), 
chairman of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee, has attended the hearings on the 
proposed legislation and is fully cognizant 
with its provisions. 

Aided by Lt. Col. George Baya of the 
Army Comptroller’s Office, General J. 
Lawton Collins, USA, Chief of Staff, ex- 
plained the complex bill to the subcom- 
mittee on.a sentence-by-sentence basis. 

General Collins’ testimony concluded 
on Thursday, 9 March, with an effective 
discussion of the Army general staff sys- 
tem, prompted by an inquiry from Rep- 
resentative Edward Hébert (D La). Gen- 
eral Collins emphasized that the Army 
policy is to rotate officers between com- 
mand and staff assignments, rather than 
to employ the system used by the Ger- 
mans, whereby an officer, once assigned 
to the general staff, remained in such 
status throughout his military career.

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Navy Raincoat Insignia 

A proposed change to Navy uniform 
regulations, now in the hands of Navy 
Secretary Francis P. Matthews, would 
permit officers to wear metal insignia on 
raincoats. 

The recommendation was made by the 
Navy Uniform Board, headed by Vice 
Adm. John W. Roper. It would alter the 
present officers blue raincoat by adding 
shoulder straps, and metal insignia. The 
Board recommended that insignia be 
worn on both the male officers blue rain- 
coat and the aviators winter working 
overcoat. 

The change-over, if approved, will be 
optional until 1 July 1952, the Uniform 
Board said. 

At present, no distinguishing device is 
worn on raingear, and its absence has 
often been a cause for embarrassment to 
junior officers who fail to recognize a 
senior until he has shed his raincoat. 

The Board said that it is also consider- 
ing a new raincoat for enlisted men, and 
that designs have been drawn up which 
embody several changes. No definite deci- 
sion has been made on this change, how- 
ever, and the Board said it may be some 
time before recommendations are made to 
the Secretary. 


New Duty for Johnson Aide 

Capt. Thomas B. Williamson, Naval 
Aide to Secretary of Defense Louis John- 
son, has been ordered to new duty as 
Chief of Staff and Aide to the Naval air 
commander in the Pacific. 

Recently selected for promotion to Rear 
Admiral, Captain Williamson had served 
as aide to the Secretary of Defense since 
last July. 

He will be succeeded by Capt. Kenneth 
Craig, present head of the aviation 
department at the Naval Academy. 


Navy Develops Alloy 

A lightweight alloy, strong as high- 
strength steel and only half as heavy, 
has been developed by the Navy for use 
in new jet planes. 

Composed basically of five per cent 
chromium, three per cent aluminum and 
the remainder titanium, the new alloy 
possesses the advantageous physical prop- 
erties of several metals now used in air- 
craft, the Navy said. 

In addition to its high strength and 
light weight, it is highly resistant to cor- 
rosion and, unlike other metals now in 
use, retains its basic properties at high 
temperatures. 

Developed under a Navy Bureau of 
Aeronautics program, the new alloy is 
being used in parts of new jet planes. 
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Naval Air Cuts Confirmed 


The Navy announced this week that it 
is reducing the number of career aviators 
procured from flight training programs. 

The announcement confirmed a report 
printed in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
on 28 Jan. It said: 

“The Bureau of Naval Personnel has an- 
nounced that because of reductions in the 
operating strength of the Navy, accompanied 
by lowered personnel ceilings and limitations 
on expenditures, a smaller naval aeronautical 
organization than planned will be required. 

“This in turn, it was stated, reduces the 
number of officers of the Navy and Naval Re- 
serve on short-time contracts who may be 
selected for retention as career officers in the 
Regular Navy. 

“Tt is intended, if practicable, to select at 
least token numbers of officers for the career 
Navy from all those aviation programs in 
which such selections are authorized by law. 

“The aviation programs concerned, and the 
extent to which eligible applicants may rea- 
sonably expect retention as career officers un- 
der present and foreseeable conditions, are: 
Aviation Cadet Program—not more than five 
(5) per cent; Flight Midshipman Program— 
not more than ten (10) per cent, and Directly 
Procured Ensign Program—not more than ten 
(10) per cent.’’ 


New Navy Neptune 

Delivery of a new Navy bomber de- 
signed to combat snorkel submarines, has 
been accepted by the Navy. 

It is a new version of the P2V Neptune, 
long-range patrol-bomber, and will be 
the first plane specifically designed to 
combat snorkel type enemy subs. 

The twin-engined P2V-4 carries equip- 
ment which will permit detection of 
smaller targets, such as snorkel tubes, 
over much greater distance than was 
previously possible with long-range 
patrol planes. 

To locate submerged subs accurately, 
the plane will utilize small radio buoys. 
Dropped in a specific pattern over the 
area where a submarine is suspected, 
the buoys, floating on the surface, lower 
a small hydrophone which detects the 
noise of the submarine’s propellers and 
transmits it to the plane. Receivers in 
the Neptune permit the operators to plot 
the sub’s position by interpreting the 
relative noise level transmitted by the 
buoys. 

The aircraft’s armament will include 
rockets, cannons, torpedoes, mines and 
bombs. 

Squadrons of the P2V Neptunes have 
been maintained by the Navy in Alaska, 
Newfoundland and the Caribbean area 
for the past few years, and more than 
100 take-offs have been made by the 
planes from carriers of the fleet. The 
plane is built by Lockheed.

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Marine Exam Procedures 


New procedures for conducting exami- 
nations of men and women officers of the 
Regular Marine Corps, as well as Re- 
serve officers on active duty with the Reg- 
ular establishment, have been recently 
established. 

The regulations cover only those pro- 
motions below the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral. Examinations will be given by super- 
visory examining boards throughout the 
world on 24 April. 

Officers to be examined professionally, 
unless authorized by the Marine Corps 
to delay examination, include: All Regu- 
lar 2d Lt.’s with date of rank 1947; Regu- 
lar officers holding permanent appoint- 
ments in grade of ist Lt. or above, who 
are recommended for promotion by se- 
lection boards, and Regular permanent 
warrant officers with date of rank 1944, 
including those temporarily serving in 
higher grade. 

Physical examinations for promotion 
of all permanent and temporary officers 
of the Marine Corps and Marine Corps 
Reserve on active duty with the Regular 
establishment will be conducted by boards 
of medical examiners. Their reports will 
be completed immediately following phys- 
ical examination. 

The Marine Corps said it is anticipated . 
that after 1 July 1950 no appropriations 
will be available for pay prior to actual 
date of appointment regardless of date 
of vacancy, and that officers selected must 
be fully qualified for promotion at the 
earliest practicable date. 


Navy Cross to Marine 


The Navy Cross was awarded this week 
to Lt. Col. Russell E. Honsowetz, USMC, 
aide to General Clifton B. Cates, Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps. 

Cited for extraordinary heroism at Pel- 
eliu in September 1944, Colonel Honso- 
wetz received the decoration from Gene- 
ral Cates in the name of the President. 

Colonel Honsowetz was credited with 
leading the Second Battalion, First Ma- 
rines, First Marine Division in the land- 
ing at Peleliu to seize the unit’s initial 
objective, and also with leading the bat- 
talion across an open airfield and 
through a heavily fortified area to neut- 
ralize hostile emplacements. 

The Colonel was further credited with 
braving enemy fire to launch an assault 
against positions dug into the face of 
steep cliffs dominating a swamp where 
one of his companies was pinned down. 

The citation reads in part, “Determined 
to relieve the situation, he unhesitatingly 
made his way across the swamp to the 
front lines and, although frequently 
forced to submerge completely to escape 
the full effect of unceasing hostile fire, 
reached his destination and called for 
supporting fire and smoke, personally 
directing the company in a daring man- 
euver around the flank while constantly 
risking his life under the heavy fire to 
gain more effective control of the units 
of his battalion and seize the objec- 
tive...” 

Colonel Honsowetz was commissioned 
a second lieutenant in the Marine Corps 
in July 1936. He became aide to the Com- 
mandant in May 1949. 


Marines Back from Alaska 


A large group of Marines based at 
Camp Pendleton, Calif., have recently re- 
turned to the Marine Barracks there 
after taking part in the annual joint 
Navy-Marine Corps cold weather opera- 
tions in Alaska. 

Comanded by Maj. Frank R. Stewart, 
jr., the group, organized especially for 
the exercise, consisted of elements of the 
1st Marine Division and unit detach- 
ments. They included the reconnaissance 
company; a detachment of 2d Battalion, 
5th Marines; a detachment of 1st Amphi- 
bian Tractor Company, and a Unit Head- 
quarters of 43 officers and enlisted men 
from other Division organizations. 
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Navy Economy Program 

A number of cuts and consolidations in 
Navy shore establishments is being 
planned for the near future as a result 
of a recent report made by inspection 
teams operating under a Navy survey 
board. 

The planned economies “will reduce ex- 
penditures in the shore establishment by 
about 75 million dollars,” the Navy esti- 
mated. 

Established by an order of Navy Secre- 
tary Francis P. Matthews, the board 
functioned under Vice Adm. Robert B. 
Carney, then DCNO for Logistics, and 
was composed of four inspection teams, 
headed by Rear Admirals R. F. White- 
head, E. E. Herrmann, H.S. Kendall, and 
Cc. E. Olsen. 

The board’s work, which included in- 
spections of all Naval districts, was com- 
pleted last week and the Navy said that 
its functions and responsibilities would be 
transferred to the office of the Navy In- 
spector General. 

At the same time the Navy confirmed 
reports, carried in the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL on 18 Feb., that Vice Adm. John 
W. Reeves, jr., Chief of Naval Air Train- 
ing, will become head of an enlarged Na- 
val Inspector General’s office on 1 May. 


Establish Second Board 


A second board has also been estab- 
lished to conduct a similar survey within 
the various bureaus and offices of the 
Navy. It will attempt -to find ways and 
means of making savings which can be 
transferred to the operating forces. 

The over-all purpose of both boards 
is to increase the efficiency of the Fleet 
at no additional expense to the Govern- 
ment, and Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, 
Chief of Naval Operations, said “the 
Navy is exerting every effort” along those 
lines. 

In a dispatch to the operating forces 
Admiral Sherman pointed out that econo- 
mies already effected “have permitted in- 
creasing previously planned fleet strength 
by one large carrier and one cruiser,” 
as well as providing additional equipment 
for antisubmarine warfare. He also men- 
tioned that the planned economies are 
“an important contributing factor” in the 
retention of two additional battalions by 
the Marine Corps.

The new board is headed by Under Sec- 
retary of the Navy Dan A. Kimball, with 
Vice Adm. Harry W. Hill, Chairman of 
the General Board, as deputy. Other mem- 
bers include: Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy for Air John F. Floberg; Vice Adm. 
Francis S. Low, new DCNO for Logistics; 
Vice Adm. Edwin D. Foster; Rear Adm. 
Charles Wellborn, jr., and the Marine 
Commandant, General Clifton B. Cates. 

Two sub-boards, headed by Rear Ad- 
mirals Clarence E. Olsen and Richard 
F, Whitehead, who had formerly headed 
inspection teams of the shore establish- 
ment survey gruup, will survey internal 
and inter-relations of bureaus and offices. 

The Navy said that, in addition to 
transfer of savings to the fleet, “it is 
hoped, through this survey, to establish 
More efficient lines of endeavor with in- 
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creased economy at the top level.” 

The enlarged Inspector General’s office 
was ordered set up by Secretary Mat- 
thews who directed that the Navy 1G. 
take over responsibility for surveys and 
inspections of the Naval shore establish- 
ment and of shore-based fleet activities 
“in order to effect all possible economies 
in the expenditure of manpower and 
funds.” 

Part of the personnel assigned to the 
Shore Establishment Survey Board and 
to the Navy’s Office of Industrial Survey 
will be transferred to the I.G. office. The 
Industrial Survey office was disestablished 
by Mr. Matthews. It had been created in 
1944 to make recommendations for im- 
proving the efficiency of industrial activ- 
ities in the Naval shore establishment.

Strategy,” published at length in last 
week’s issue of THE JOURNAL. 


The amendments which would modify 
the structure of the JCS are certain to 
provoke much Congressional debate. It is 
known that there is strong support for 
including the Commandant of the Marine 
Corps as a member, but undoubtedly op- 
position will develop along the lines that 
such action would give the Navy two 
votes during deliberations. 

Chairman Vinson’s bill would rotate 
the JCS Chairmanship among Regular 
officers of the Army, Navy, and Air Force 
for a term not to exceed two years, except 
in time of war when the term as Chair- 
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man could be extended. 

With regard to the limitation on with- 
holding of appropriated funds, it is re- 
called that many members of Congress, 
particularly in the House, have expressed 
concern over the President’s decision to 
impound funds voted for expansion of 
the Air Force from 48 to 58 groups.

A reorganization of the three air forces 
which comprise the Strategic Air Com- 
mand to provide each with similar capa- 
bilities and components to perform their 
strategic missions will take effect 1 April. 
Lt. Gen. Curtis E. LeMay is Commanding 
General, Strategic Air Command. 

The reorganization assigns Strategic 
Air Command bases in the western part 
of the U. S. to the Fifteenth Air Force 
with headquarters at March AFB, River- 
side, Calif.; SAC bases in the central U.S. 
to the Eighth Air Force with head- 
quarters at Carswell AFB, Fort Worth; 
Texas; and those in the eastern U. S. to 
the Second Air Force with headquarters 
at Barksdale AFB, Shreveport, La. 

A major change in reorganization will 
be in the reconnaissance forces. Formerly 
all SAC reconnaissance units were as- 
signed to the Second Air Force. The re- 
organization will give each of SAC’s air 
forces its own reconnaissance and bomb- 
ing capabilities, thus enabling it to work 
as an independent Air Force. Geographi- 
cal reorganization will also permit im- 
proved supervision at less cost in travel 
time and man hours. 

Since both the 5th and 9th Strategic 
Reconnaissance Wings are presently lo- 
cated at Fairfield-Suisun AFB, Calif., the 
Air Force plans to redesignate the 9th 
Strategic Reconnaissance Wing as the 
9th Heavy Bomb Wing and the 28th Bomb 
Wing at Rapid City AFB, South Dakota, 
as the 28th Strategic Reconnaissance 
Wing. The 9th and 28th Wings are sched- 
uled to be equipped with 30 B-36 type air- 
craft when they become available. 

As a result of this redesignation, per- 
sonnel of the 9th Reconnaissance Tech- 
nical Squadron located at Fairfield-Sui- 
sun AFB will be transferred to Rapid 
City AFB and the unit will become the 
28th Reconnaissance Technical Squadron. 
Approximately 350 military personnel are 
involved in the move. 
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Arnold Engr. Center 


The Air Force’s mammoth research and 
development facility at Camp Forrest, 
Tenn., under the command of Maj. Gen. 
F. O. Carroll, has been designated the 
Arnold Engineering Development Cen- 
ter in honor of the late General of the 
Air Force H. H. Arnold. 

Immediately after General Arnold’s 
death, there were proposals made in Con- 
gress, and indorsed editorially by THE 
JOURNAL, that this important facility 
should be named in honor of the pioneer 
airman. 

Enabling legislation authorizing $100,- 
000,000 for the AEDC has been passed by 
Congress and $24,000,000 in contract 
authority and $6,000,000 in cash has been 
voted for initial construction. To be 
started as soon as possible are a High 
Altitude Engine Test Facility, a Gas 
Dynamics Facility or Hypersonic Wind 
Tunnel, a 15 foot by 15 foot Propulsion 
Wind Tunnel and necessary central sup- 
porting facilities.

Gen. H. A. Craig, The Inspector General. 

The inspection activities formerly con- 
ducted from an Inspector General field 
office at Langley AFB, Va., and at Norton 
AFB, San Bernardino, Calif., will be con- 
solidated with the inspection activities in 
the Field Office at Kelly AFB. 

The Flying Safety activities of The In- 
spector General’s office, formerly centered 
at Langley AFB, Va., have been trans- 
ferred to San Bernardino. This will result 
in the complete inactivation of the In- 
spector General office at Langley AFB. 

The consolidation was effected in the 
interest of economy of operation. The 
San Antonio office will be more centrally 
located and will provide for greater effi- 
ciency of supervision and operating func- 
tions. Initially, the consolidation repre- 
sents a saving in manpower of 225 mili- 
tary and civilian personnel: It is antici- 
pated that greater savings will be effected 
as the program of the field headquarters 
organization is developed.

AF Nuclear Engineers 

A select group of 25 Air Force officers— 
twenty for graduate work and five for 
studies at the undergraduate level—will 
be picked between now and September to 
enter college programs that may well re¢ 
turn them as the first Nuclear Engineers 
to be trained by the USAF. 

In an announcement this week, the US- 
AF Institute of Technology stated that 
the way had been cleared for acceptance 
of applications and requests for evalua- 
tion from officers interested in entering 
newly-established Nuclear Engineering 
courses at American colleges pioneering 
the new educational field. 

In general, requirements for under- 
graduate work leading to a BS degree in 
Nuclear engineering will consist of two 
years’ pre-engineering studies. Officer ap- 
plicants must be Regulars and under 37 
years of age. 

According to the USAFIT announce- 
ment, officers picked for graduate work 
in Nuclear Engineering must hold a bach- 
elor’s degree in either physics or engi- 
neering, preferably mechanical. 

It is planned that much of the program 
will be centered at North Carolina State 
where Dr. Clifford Beck, former research 
director at Oak Ridge, has established the 
new course in Nuclear Engineering. The 
University of Michigan, which has inau- 
gurated work in this field at the graduate 
level, has also been selected by USAFIT 
for partfcipation in the initial Nuclear 
Engineering program for AF officers. 

Pointing to the current critical need 
for officer specialists well-grounded in the 
fields of Nuclear Physics, Radiological 
Defense, and Guided Missiles, USAFIT of- 
ficials again called the attention of AF 
officers to its broad and flexible program 
for both graduate and undergraduate 
work in these areas, and to the fertile 
career prospects that exist for officers 
who build their backgrounds in such tech- 
nical directions. 

Again it was emphasized that those who 
are not currently eligible for these and 
other USAFIT programs would neverthe- 
less do well to submit requests for evalu- 
ation and avail themselves of the Insti- 
tute’s counselling and guidance service 
which will recommend specific study pro- 
grams to strengthen the individual’s ed- 
ucational background. 

Such counselling and guidance makes 
wide use of off-duty study plans and cor- 
respondence courses of the United States 
Armed Forces Institute and has the aim 
of preparing officers for ultimate accept- 
ance and assignment to duty as fulltime 
students. 

Officers interested in making applica- 
tion for work in Nuclear Engineering or 
other USAFIT programs should submit 
request for evaluation to the Comman- 
dant, USAF Institute of Technology, with 
appropriate supporting papers as out- 
lined in AF Regulation 50-15. Procedures 
incident to application for Institute resi- 
dent colleges of engineering sciences and 
industrial administration at Wright-Pat- 
terson are outlined in AF Letter 50-24. 
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Regular AF Appointments 

The Air Force Personnel Council will 
meet this Spring to name approximately 
300 Reserve officers on extended active 
duty for appointment by the President 
in the Regular Air Force. 

About 4,000 officers on EAD have ap- 
plied for Regular Commissions. It is re- 
called that last year it had been origin- 
ally planned to announce two lists of offi- 
cers chosen for regular aappointments. 
However, only one list was released. In 
Sept. the Air Force said that henceforth 
only one list will be released each year. 

Officers who were eligible for consid- 
eration for the second list last year will 
be considered by the Personnel Council. 





Aircraft Procurement 


Compared with $1,350,000,000 allocated 
for this purpose in the fiscal year 1951 
budget, Air Force experts estimate that 
the level-off procurement costs for a 
modernized 48-group strength will be 
$2,000,000,000 annually. 

Testimony before a House Appropria- 
tions subcommittee revealed that the 
Force would require the $2,000,000,000 
figure in fiscal year 1954, but would need 
sums above the 1951 request in the inter- 
vening years. 

The 1951 budget provides for 1383 air- 
craft. Requirements at the _ level-off 
period, according to Lt. Gen. E. W. Raw- 
lings, Air Force Comptroller, are approx- 
imately 2,000 planes annuaally. 

With regard to the current status of 
the 48-group Air Force, it was reported 
that 44 of the groups are in a “modern 
state.” However, because 10 of these 
groups are equipped with B-29’s which 
go into the obsolescent category by the 
end of fiscal year 1951, it was reported 
that there will be a dip at the end of 
that period in modernization. 

Studies indicate that a level of $1,200,- 
000,000 annual procurement, originally 
projected for fiscal year 1951, shows the 
Air Force would have only about 34 
modern groups at the end of five years. 


Fate of B-52 


The Air Force is considering the pos- 
sibility of abandoning its B-52 program 
in favor of concentrating on improved 
B-36 bombers. 

In a memorandum to the press, which 
followed published reports that the B-52 
will be dropped as the successor to the 
B-36, the Air Force stated: 

“As part of its continuous review of 
existing and planned programs, the Air 
Force is examining among other things 
the plans for the B-52. 

“No decision has yet been reached 
whether the B-52 will be dropped from its 
present position as the planned successor 
of the B-36. Studies are being made to 
determine the extent to which’ the B-36 
may logically be expected to develop with 
changes in design and power. 

“In addition to its other responsibilities 
the Air Force has an obligation to main- 
tain to the fullest extent practicable the 
health of the aircraft industry. The Boe- 
ing Company of Seattle, which developed 
the B-52, will continue as a vital part of 
the industry in Air Force planning 
regardless of the decision which may be 
reached on the B-52. 


Redesignate Jet Fighter 

The Air Force has announced the re 
designation of its swept-wing, intercep- 
tor, jet fighter, the North American 
F-86D to the F-95A. 

Extensive engineering modifications on 
the basic F-86 fighter design account for 
the redesignation. The standard F-8 
“Sabre” is an “all-purpose” jet fighter 
suitable for both air-to-air and air-to 
ground missions. The F-95A is designed 
specifically to intereept and destroy 
attacking aircraft. 

Modifications of the F-86 for its new 
role as an interceptor fighter include 
the installation of radar, redesigning and 
relocating the air intake duct, and the 
addition of afterburning to the GE J-47 
turbo-jet engine. 

The air inake duct in the nose of the 
F-86 was shifted to below the nose on 
the F-95A to permit the installation of 
radar. Afterburning, which consists of 
introducing fuel into the exhaust pipe 
and igniting it with spark plugs, will 
provide a source of auxiliary power to 
enable the fighter to climb quickly to ex: 
treme altitudes for interception missions. 
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AF Alaskan Housing 


In testimony before the House Appro- 
priations Committee, Air Secretary W. 
Stuart Symington referred to the urgent 
necessity for immediate action to provide 
suitable housing for Air Force and other 
personnel stationed in .Alaska. 

Under current plans there will be two 
types of simple quarters constructed in 
Alaska, one of three bedrooms, of 1050 
square feet of floor space, and one of two 
bedrooms, of 980 square feet. The dwell- 
ings will be frame and will be constructed 
as row houses, 

From remaining 1949 funds 168 units 
will be completed at Fort Richardson for 
personnel of that post and of adjacent 
Elmendorf Field. In addition 240 units 
will be built from 1950 funds, making a 
total at Fort Richardson of 408 new sets 
of quarters. One hundred units will be 
constructed at Eielson Air Base. The 
quarters at Fort Richardson will cost $10 
million and those at Eielson $3.5 million. 

In addition to the housing frem ap- 
propriated funds, the Air Force has re- 
quested that 3,351 dwelling units be 
erected in Alaska as private projects with 
mortgage guarantees under the Wherry 
Act. These projects have not yet been 
officially approved by the Federal Housing 
Administration. 





Special AF Insignia 

The Air Force has issued AFR 35-63 
describing and outlining the displaying 
of the distinctive insignia for Victor of 
the “USAF Gunnery Meet.” The winning 
group in the jet and reciprocal engine 
class is authorized to display the insignia 
on their aircraft for one year following 
the meet. 





Appointed Warrant Officer 

1st Lt. Hose H. Lovelace, USAF-Res., 
has been relieved from active duty as a 
Reserve Officer and appointed a Warrant 
Officer (JG), Regular Air Force, effective 
26 Feb. He is continuing in his same posi- 
tion as Adjutant of Hensley Field, Dallas, 
Tex.

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HE snarling of red tape in the preparation of a proposed Executive Order has 

not only postponed for months the payment of long overdue pay increases for 
many retired members of the Armed Forces, but it has also cost the Government 
millions of dollars. The long delay in the issuance of a Presidential directive pre- 
scribing the agency responsible for payments, hospitalization and re-examination 
of those retired for physical disability is due to the inability of the Defense De- 
partment, the Bureau of the Budget and the Veterans’ Administration to come to 
an agreement. In the meantime several thousand non-Regular officers and enlisted 
men, whose retirement for physical disability has been approved by medical boards, 
are retained on active duty, solely because no one has been designated to pay them 
after they retire. To make matters worse, a legal opinion has been issued that in the 
cases of those retired disabled personnel who die after the act became effective and 
before the increased payments begin, their widows will not be able to draw the 
accumulated differences to which such personnel would have been entitled had 
they lived. When the controversy first developed months ago it should have been 
temporarily resolved through an ad interim Executive Order continuing the pre- 
vious method of retirement payments. A permanent settlement of the difficulty 
could then have been considered, without this waste of Government funds, and with- 
out delaying and jeopardizing payments to those entitled to increases. 


HE Army staff reorganization which became effective last week would appear 

to lessen somewhat the postwar trend toward expanding the authority of the 
Army General Staff. Nearly four years ago the general Army reorganization gave 
each head of a General Staff Division increased powers of supervision and control 
over many normal Army activities. This was in direct contravention of the previous 
theory that the General Staff should be devoted exclusively to policy-forming and 
planning. Indeed, the National Defense Act specifically provides that members 
of the General Staff “shall not be permitted to assume or engage in work of an 
administrative nature that pertains to established bureaus or offices of the War 
Department.” The object of that law is to prohibit GSC officers from assuming 
duties that “would involve impairment of the responsibility or initiative of such 
bureaus or offices, or would cause injurious or unnecessary duplication of or delay 
in the work thereof.” The 1946 reorganization, accomplished under special war 
powers, frankly abandoned this concept, and Directors of General Staff Divisions 
were authorized to issue orders in the name of the Chief of Staff, and to supervise 
and direct the activities of the Administrative and Technical Services. While not 
specific on this point last week’s reorganization implies the withdrawal of at least 
a part of this authority. This is certainly a step in;the right direction. The involve- 
ment of the General Staff in detailed peacetime administration is largely a dupli- 
cation of the work of the Administrative and Technical Services, and absorbs efforts 
that should be devoted to the maximum extent to plans and policies directly re- 
lated to the combat effectiveness of the Army in war. 


'N his semi-annual report to Congress Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson makes 

an impressive showing of economical administration of the Department during 
the last six months of 1949. He submits figures to indicate that reductions, savings, 
and absorbed costs have cut $1.5 billion from the President’s 1950 budget and sup- 
‘plemental estimates to cover new legislation. The Secretary insists that the nation 
is now getting more military security at less cost than it was six months ago. It is 
true that overhead operations have been reduced and personnel thus saved has 
been made available for combat units. As the Secretary puts it, fat has been con- 
' verted to muscle. Nevertheless, the fact remains that there are fewer soldiers in 
the Army, fewer warships in commission, fewer men in the Marine Corps, and fewer 
planes in the Air Force and Naval Aviation. This trend must result in a weaker, 
not a stronger Military Establishment. Important as it is to save money, it is far 
more important to save the country.

Service Recognition 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I regret that on occasions I have sad 
thoughts concerning this fine old Army of 
ours, an institutien in which I spent over 
forty years of most enjoyable years of 
service. I served with splendid men, and 
often experienced great pride over their 
accomplishments. 

The two big wars gave the “oldsters,” 
especially, an opportunity to display their 
many talents of command and leadership. 
Kids who joined the Army in the days 
immediately preceding World War I 
were found commanding divisions and 
army corps in the more recent war. One 
wondered how they had “come along” so 
rapidly, until he stopped to remember 
that twenty-five years had intervened be- 
tween the two world wars. 

The Nation has recognized the out- 
standing service of many officers, but 
some of our top leaders seem to have 
been overlooked. At least the “powers 
that be” have not seen fit to make sure 
that they have been properly rewarded. 

Men like Lt. Gens. Leslie McNair, 
William H. Simpson, Robert L. Eichel- 
berger and Alexander Patch, to name 
just a few, have never received suitable 
reward for their outstanding accomplish- 
ments. And I recall the remark once 
made by one of our prominent military 
leaders: “The greatest reward of a sol- 
dier is recognition by his superiors.” 

Every senior officer of the Army in the 
days of World War II is familiar with 
the enormous contributions made by 
General McNair. He started out—as we 
neared the last conflict—by being the 
chief of staff of what we then called 
G.H.Q.; later he became the Army 
Ground Forces’ commander where he was 
responsible for the proper organization 
of thousands of ground units and for the 
training of millions of ground officers and 
men. His large-scale maneuvers were 
started in the summer of '41 and con- 
tinued long after his death. Perfection 
in training was due to his hard work and 
general efficiency. He was wounded in 
Italy and killed in action in Normandy. 
He went to the theaters of operation in 
order that he might learn first hand the 
effects of his training methods. He never 
received a fourth star, though men like 
Somervell, who held the comparable posi- 
tion in the War Department as com- 
mander of the S.O.S., and Handy who 
was the deputy chief of staff, both re- 
ceived their highly-deserved fourth star. 

General Simpson commanded a bri- 
gade, two different divisions and an army 
corps during training periods and finally 
finished the war as commander of the 
Ninth Army, which he organized and led 
during several months of active combat 
operations.: Simpson was retired as a 
lieutenant general, while Hodges, Patton, 
Kreuger and Stilwell were made full 
generals, 

General Patch in the early days of the 


war commanded a division during the 
Guadalcanal operations. Later he com- 
manded a corps in Italy and then the 
Seventh Army which invaded southern 
France. He was one of our top com- 
manders. No fourth star for him, how- 
ever. 

General Eichelberger started his com- 
bat service as a corps commander in the 
early days of our efforts in the Pacific. 
When Japan was reached he had been in 
command of an army for several months. 
No one questions his most gallant and 
efficient command and leadership. 

Generals Truscott and Gerow also com- 
manded field armies. The former an army 
in combat; the latter commanded an 
army ready to go into action at the time 
the war in Europe ended. 

An act of Congress may be required in 
order to give the commanders referred 
to the recognition which so many of their 
old comrades believe they highly deserve. 
Two promotions ‘will have to be made 
posthumously — for McNair and Patch. 
Extra pay is not involved. It is suggested 
that the present Department of Defense 
officials, or the former Secretary of War, 
Mr. Stimson, or the former Chief of Staff, 
General Marshall, or Generals Bradley 
and Collins, or all of them, exert them- 
selves to see that this measure of justice 


is obtained.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The Hospital Hearings—The investigation of the closing of military hospitals 
being conducted by a special Congressional subcommittee this week heightened the 
tension between the House Armed Services Committee and Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson. Recently at odds over such developments as the removal of Admiral 
Denfeld and the withholding of funds appropriated for 10 additional Air Force 
groups, the key Congressional group and the Department of Defense are now in 
disagreement on the closing of hospitals. : 

The lengthy report on “Unification and Strategy,” released by the House com- 
mittee last week, attacked Admiral Denfeld’s removal as a “reprisal” and expressed 
concern over the freedom of military witnesses to express frank opinions during 
Congressional hearings. With regard to withholding funds, the report maintained 
there should be a statutory limitation on the Secretary of Defense, and this week 
Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) introduced legislation to achieve this purpose. Further, 
the Committee report said the power of the Department of Defense Management 
Committee should be curtailed and that its present military chairman, General 
Joseph T. McNarney, USAF, should be made subordinate to a civilian head. 

The hospital hearings pointed up these two fundamental issues: 1) the freedom 
of witnesses to give candid answers to questions; and 2) the implementation of unifi- 
cation economies. These controversial points were dramatized in the testimony of 
Rear Adm. Joel T. Boone, MC, USN, who has been removed from his post as senior 
military member on the staff of the Department of Defense Director of Medical 
Services. 

Members of the hospital subcommittee, whose chairman is Representative Mendel 
Rivers (D-SC), appeared satisfied at the conclusion of hearings this week that Ad- 
miral Boone’s relief was ordered prior to his forthright testimony in opposition to 
the Department of Defense plan for closing five hospitals and reducing facilities at 
other installations. However, Dr. Richard L. Meiling, the Director of Medical Serv- 
ices, is certain to be interrogated at length for relieving Admiral Boone, whom he 
has described as “uncooperative.” Some members of the subcommittee indicated beliefs 
that the term “uncooperative” is used at the Pentagon to describe someone who 
does not agree. 

With regard to the economy angle, the consensus of the subcommittee seemed 
to be that the order concerning the hospitals was “premature,” particularly since 
the problem of whether the Armed Forces or the Veterans Administration will be re- 
sponsible for medical care of those retired for physical disability has yet to be resolved. 
The testimony appeared also to dispute the accuracy of the reported savings and the 
House Appropriations Committee, considering the fiscal year 1951 budget, is re- 
ported to be considering arbitrary cuts for medical activities in the forthcoming budget. 

Aside from the fact that the Armed Services Committee is obviously maintain- 
ing a close watch on the Department of Defense unification economy program, the 
hospital subcommittee is particularly alerted, since three of its members are directly 
affected by the closing of specific installations. Representative Doyle (D-Calif.) was 
elected from the Long Beach district, where the Long Beach Naval Hospital is to 
be closed by 1 July. Representative Shafer (R-Mich.) is a strong advocate for the 
retention of Percy Jones General Hospital in his home state and repeatedly directed 
his questioning to the closing of that facility. Another subcommittee member is 
Representative Gavin (R-Pa.), whose queries were directed especially to the Valley 
Forge General Hospital at Phoenixville, Pa., another of the hospitals to be shut down. 
It was noted also that during Admiral Boone’s testimony he mentioned the fact that 
Dr. Meiling had given consideration to the possible closing or reduction of the Naval 
Hospital at Beaufort, S. C., adjacent to the Marine training camp at Parris Island. 
At this point in the testimony, subcgmmittee chairman Rivers, a member of the 
South Carolina Congressional delegation, emphasized that he had been one of the 
strongest advocates of the building of that modern hospital. He indicated that he was 
greatly surprised to learn that any thought was being given to the closing or re- 
duction of this installation. 

It is noteworthy also that the subcommittee was ordered created by Chairman 
Vinson, in whose home state the Army’s Oliver General Hospital is to be closed. 

When the investigation was initiated, it was believed that the subcommittee would 
concentrate almost exclusively on the particular installations affected by the economy 
order. However, as the testimony was unfolded, the scope of the hospital inquiry ap- 
peared to be continually broadening, so that just before the subcommittee members 
were to leave for an on-the-site inspection of the installations to be closed, the entire 
complex problem of the correlation of Federal hospital programming was brought 
into focus. . 

Finally, Admiral Boone’s relief and the refusal of the Department of Defense 
to accede to Chairman Vinson’s request that the order for the closing of the hospi- 
tals be held in abeyance until the Congressional investigation is completed—although 
Secretary Johnson did agree to delay moving any equipment or facilities from the 
controversial hospitals until 1 April—certainly have done nothing to alleviate the 
strained feelings between the Armed Services Committee and the Secretary of Defense. 

















General Collins’ Testimony—tThe skilled testimony by General J. Lawton Collins, 
USA, Chief of Staff, before a House Armed Services subcommittee considering Army 
organization legislation is believed to have made a strong impression. However, it 
must be remembered that the measure gives to the Secretary of the Army many 
additional powers he does not now possess, and Congress is traditionally reluctant to 
grant such increases in authority. General Collins’ explanations of the reasons for 
asking these changes may help to mitigate this Congressional opposition. 

General Collins in his concluding testimony analyzed the history of the general 
staff concept in the Army and its present application. He emphasized particularly 
its planning functions and its role as advisor to the Secretary. General Collins was 
confronted with an obstacle in semantics, for members of Congress have in the past 
been much concerned with the words “general staff.” There has been some thinking 
that all of its members were, indeed, generals or that the staff was created with 
command function as an exclusive arm of the Chief of Staff. General Collins ex- 
plained that the word “general” is used in its generic sense and describes the gen- 
eralized advisory functions of the general staff. 

The final bill reported out by the Armed Services Committee may well be 
amended so as not to expand too greatly the authority of the Secretary, particularly 
in the matter of abolishing or consolidating branches, but it is a certainty that the 
testimony of the Chief of Staff has done much to temper the fears of Congressmen 
concerning the granting of such powers. 





Atomic Submarine—The Westinghouse Electric Corporation at Pittsburgh, Pa., 
announced this week that It is building an atomic power plant for a Navy submarine. 
Previously, it had been reported that studies were being made with regard to the 
adaptation of nuclear energy to submarine propulsion. It was stated that work on 
the atomic engine for the submarine began last April, with completion of construc- 
tion estimated to require from two to six years. The submarine itself it to be built 
at another site. 


Soldiers’ Home—Filled to capacity, the United States Soldiers’ Home, Wash- 
ington, D. C., has a waiting list of 400 applicants, Maj. Gen. H. K. Loughry, USA-Ret., 
governor, reported this week. He said there is a delay of half a year or more be- 
tween the date of receipt of an applicant’s request and the date of issuance of au- 
thorization for entrance into the Home. 

Without previous authorization, General Loughry warned, applicants should 
not report in person at the Home in anticipation of being admitted or readmitted 
without delay. He said that under the general policy adopted, the authorization 
is issued when a name is reached on the waiting list. Persons desiring original ad- 
mission should forward requests on the appropriate form to the Board of Commis- 
sioners, U. S. Soldiers’ Home, Washington, 13, D. C. The forms may be obtained from 
the Board. Persons desiring readmission should forward their request to the Gov- 
ernor or Deputy Governor of the Home. 


Rumored to Succeed Secretary Gray—Mentioned prominently in current Wash- 
ington rumor as a likely successor to Gordon Gray as Secretary of the Army is 
Frank McKinney, of Indianapolis. Mr. McKinney is a banker and president of the 
Pittsburgh Pirates baseball club. He owns the Pirates with Bing Crosby and John 
Galbreath. He is also treasurer of the Democratic party organization in Indiana. 
He served as a member of a commission to study service housing in Alaska. Secre- 
tary Gray, who has resigned to accept the presidency of the University of North 
Carolina, plans to quit the post in August or September. 


West Point Anniversary—Graduates of the U. S. Military Academy all over the 
world will turn their thoughts to West Point next week when on 16 March the 
Academy observes the 148th anniversary of its founding. The event will be marked 
by: small and large gatherings of alumni at many posts and in the larger cities. 
Doubtless considerable satisfaction will be expressed that even unification, which 
has brought such great changes elsewhere, has studied the service academy system, 
found it good, and recommended its continuation. The recent board headed by Dr. 
Robert L. Stearns, president, University of Colorado, and of which General of the 
Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, was vice president, went thoroughly into the Academy 
system and gave it its approval. Discussing the need for Service Academies, the 
Board reported: 

“The American people have traditionally depended upon armed forces com- 
posed of citizens as the final bulwark in any crisis threatening the existence of the 
Nation. They have insisted upon the maintenance in times of peace of armed forces 
trained to high professional standards and fully competent to train and condition 
the expanded forces of citizens required for war. It is recognized that the compe- 
tence of a military establishment depends in great measure upon the character and 
professional ability of its military leaders; that there must be maintained therefore, 
at all times a nucleus of Regular officers educated and trained from youth in the 
principles of leadership and in the art of war, and dedicated to a lifetime of service 
to the Nation.The maintenance of Service Academies has long been a recognized 
means of accomplishing this purpose. Since their establishment the U. S. Military 
Academy and the U. S. Naval Academy have successfully executed such responsi- 
bilities. The Board believes that the course of events has not altered this require- 
ment for a highly trained, intensely loyal corps of professional officers. 

“It has concluded that a substantial proportion of the officers of the Depart- 
ment of Defense should be educated in Service Academies, for they set a special 
pattern for reaching and maintaining the highest professional standards. The Board 
is of the opinion that the career personnel thus furnished to the Services make an 
invaluable contribution to the development of the armed forces. The Service Acad- 
emy is unique among colleges in securing an early devotion to a military career. 
Moreover, it seems unlikely that the excellence achieved in the Reserve Officers 
Training Corps program could be maintained without this bench mark of com- 
parison. The Board is, therefore, convinced that there is a definite need for Service 
Academies whose over-all objective should be to furnish the Department of De- 
fense:a nucleus of Regular officers.” 


Army Organized Reserve—A $10,000,000 armory construction program, designed 
to provide training space for Army Reserves in 21 states, will be started shortly. Con- 
struction will be supervised by the Army Corps of Engineers. To meet the requirements 
of Army commanders having jurisdiction, and to achieve maximum utilization of 
appropriated funds, building of the facilities will be standardized to house organiza- 
tions of two, three, four and five units each. 


Army Chaplains—Chaplain (Capt.) James K. McConchie has been assigned to the 
Office of the Chief of Army Chaplains in Washington and has assumed duties in the 
Planning and Training Division. A minister of the Disciples of Christ Church, Chaplain 
McConchie was formerly stationed at the San Francisco Port of Embarkation. 


Signal Corps—Lt. Col. Wallace W. Lindsay has been appointed Acting Command- 
ing Officer of the Signal Corps Photographic Center, Long Island City, N. Y. Maj. 
Robert F. Pope, formerly assigned to the Signal Corps Advance Officers’ School, Ft. 
Monmouth, N. J., has joined the Army Communications Service Division of the Office 
of the Chief Signal Officer. Maj. Edward W. Tippett, formerly with the Student De- 
tachment, The Signal School, F't, Monmouth, has been assigned to the Procurement 
and Distribution Division, Office of the Chief Signal Officer. 


Medical Transfers to Air Force—Army and Air Force officials emphasized this 
week that regulations authorizing the transfer of officers between the Army and Air 
Force medical departments expire 26 July 1950. It was stated that processing of ap- 
plications for transfer requires from four to six weeks; hence, applications should be 
initiated prior to 1 June. Vacancies in the Air Force Medical Service exist primarily 
in the Medical Corps and Nurse Corps, although transfers of officers of other corps 
are being made in many cases. 


Army Finance Department—Maj. Gen. Eugene M. Foster, the Army Chief of Fi- 
nance, at the invitation of the Commandant and Commanding General of the Army 
Signal School, addressed over 850 students and assigned officer personnel of the Signal 
School located at Fort Monmouth, N. J. 1 March on the subject “The New Pay Bill— 
Its Effect on the Career and Reserve Officer.” 
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Foreign Affairs—The shipment of arms and military equipment to France from 
the United States under the Mutual Defense Assistance Program of the Atlantic Al- 
liance will probably precipitate Communist demonstrations throughout France with- 
in the next fortnight. The Reds regard the rearmament program as directed against 
Soviet Russia, in the interest of American imperialism, and propose to do every- 
thing possible to make it ineffective. 

To counter Communist activities the Bidault government put through the 
French Assembly a strong anti-sabotage bill, imposing severe punishment on those 
who destroy military equipment or obstruct its movement. Communist members of 
the Assembly made a four-day attack on the bill, in the course of which there was 
violent rioting on the floor of the Chamber, which was suppressed by French soldiers. 


Subsequently the Communists called a strike of transport workers that for a 
time crippled bus and subway service in Paris. This was followed by strikes of gas 
and electricity employes, who were demanding higher pay, but whose dispute served 
the Communist cause. It was announced that dock workers, among whom there are 
many Communists, would refuse to unload ships carrying American arms for France, 
and would not load supplies on vessels destined for Indo-China where French troops 
are struggling to put down a Red revolt led by the Oriental Communist adventurer, 
Ho Chi-minh. 

Military equipment for France is now being loaded at American ports and its 
arrival in France within two weeks will probably lead to strikes of longshoremen. 
The French aircraft carrier Dixmude now at Norfolk will take on about 50 bombers 
and fighters for transfer to the French’ Air Force. It is reported that the Dixmude 
may not go to France, but be unloaded in North Africa, possibly at a Tunfsian port, 
whence the planes will be ferried to their destination. 

Threats of Communist action against American arms shipments have been heard 
in Italy and other Western European countries, but the most violent outbursts 
are expected in France. The Bidault government of France is certain to take prompt 
and vigorous steps against the Reds, and, if necessary, to use troops to maintain 
order and insure the delivery of the urgently needed military supplies. 


In the Greek elections this week the left-wing parties showed unexpected 
strength. Communist candidates were ruled off the ballot, and it is probable that 
the Reds voted for other parties of the left, particularly in the large cities. The 
Populist party, the right-wing group headed by Constantine Tsaldaris, deputy prime 
minister, which had received 60 per cent of the vote in 1946, had only a slight lead 
in this year’s balloting, and received less than one-fourth of the total vote. 


The extreme left Democratic Front carried Athens and led in the early returns, 
but subsequently dropped to fourth place. The mountain villages, which had long 
been occupied by Communist guerrillas, voted heavily for the parties of the right. 


The National Progressives, a new moderate left party, under the veteran Gen- 
eral Nicholas Plastiras, was out in front much of the time, and finished a strong 
second to the Populists. This party may dominate the new parliament, Plagued by 
proportional representation, which encourages splinter parties and is the bane of 
democratic government in Western Europe, Greece will have, as a result of this 
election, another insecure coalition government. 

The chastened and slenderized Labor government of Great Britain, holding 
office by a slim margin, was offered a truce this week by Winston Churchill, leader 
of the Conservative opposition. Mr. Churchill promised that his party would not 
try to force an immediate new election, provided the government would consent 
to postpone nationalization of the iron and steel industry, now scheduled for next 
January, until after the next general election is held. The offer was promptly rejected 
by Deputy Prime Minister Herbert Morrison. 

In his speech from the throne, which was prepared by the Labor party, King 
George VI indicated that this session of Parliament would be so largely taken up 
with fjscal matters that it does not plan consideration of new controversial legis- 
lation. This is taken to mean that there will be no further nationalization of in- 
dustries, other than iron and steel, which had been previously voted. The king 
praised the United States for its generous Marshall Plan aid, He said that the gov- 
ernment would continue to meet its obligations under the Atlantic Pact and the 
Brussels Treaty. International control of atomic energy, he said, would be sought 
through the United Nations. Following the royal address the government issued 
a white paper announcing that $56 million would be added to the defense budget, 
but that the personnel of the Armed Forces would be further reduced. 

French Foreign Minister Paul Schuman told the press in Paris this week that 
there was a possibility of an early Big Four conference of the foreign ministers of 
the United States, Great Britain, France and Russia. A meeting of the Secretary of 
State of the United Staes, and the foreign ministers of Great Britain and France 
will be held in London next month, and at that time the question of a conference 
with the Russian foreign minister will be discussed. 

Mr. Schuman said that the London meeting will also consider the Far Eastern 
situation, relations with Communist China, aid to Southeast Asia, and various 
German problems. Among the subjects certain to be brought up is the recent agree- 
ment between France and the Saar, under which the French get control of the rich 
Saar coal mines for 50 years, subject to the terms of any German peace treaty that 
may be signed. This agreement has been strongly criticised by Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer of the West German Republic. 


Senator Millard E. Tydings, (D.-Md.), Chairman of the Armed Services Com- 
mittee, introduced a resolution in the Senate this week, asking the United Nations 
to call an international conference “to achieve world disarmament on land, on sea, 
and in the air.” Under the proposed disarmament, which Mr. Tydings thought had 
a 50-50 chance of success, bacteriological and poison gas warfare would be specifi- 
Cally outlawed. The resolution calls for complete disarmament, except for occupation 
troops, and limited forces for maintenance of internal order. It provides for an 
international inspection agency to enforce disarmament. 

Valentin Gubitchev, Russian engineer, and Miss Judith Coplon, an employe of 
the Department of Justice, convicted of conspiring to secure confidential informa- 
tion from Government files, were each sentenced to 15 years’ imprisonment by a 
Federal court in New York this week. However, at the request of the State Depart- 
ment, the sentence of Gubitchev was suspended and the Russian was ordered de- 
Ported within two weeks. 

It was feared that if Gubitchev were imprisoned wholesale reprisals would be 
taken against American citizens in Russia and satellite countries of Eastern Europe. 
It is possible that an effort may now be made to secure the commutation to deporta- 
tion of the 15-year sentence imposed in Hungary against Robert A. Vogeler, an 
American business man, convicted in that country on charges of espionage. 
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Cover Admiral—Both Newsweek and Time selected Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, 
Chief of Naval Operations, for their cover photographs in the current (13 March) 
issues. Newsweek picked ‘a color photograph by Ed Wergeles showing the Admiral 
with a map of Asia, his right hand pointing prophetically to the Near East. Time’s 
color photo by Boris Chaliapin has the Admiral in a full face portrait against a 
background of the gold bar and stripes of an Admiral. Both magazines, too, had ana- 
lyses of the National Security problem in which due emphasis was given to Admiral 
Sherman as the newest member of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Time, describing a meet- 
ing of the JCS, said: “The man in the admiral’s uniform spoke only occasionally, and 
then in a quiet voice, but the words were to the point, and the mind behind them 
forceful. Fellow members of the Joint Chiefs had learned to listen carefully to the 
Navy’s Forrest Percival Sherman. The U. S., as the Jojnt Staff already know, had 
found a fighting man of rare qualities; the man of action who is ‘also reflective, 
studious, habitually unruffied.” Newsweek in its article states: “At the Pentagon, 
officers in every branch of the military establishment freely admit Sherman is one 
of the most brilliant military leaders the nation has. Under him, the Navy has re- 
gained morale and lost the feeling that it’s the Peck’s bad boy of the military es- 
tablishment.” 
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Air Chaplains—Chaplain (Lt. Col.) Howell G. Guin, who participated in the 
Normandy Campaign and subsequent action in the European Theater of Operations, 
has assumed duty as Command Chaplain, Air University, Maxwell AFB, Ala. Prior 
to his present assignment, Chaplain Guin served as Air Chaplain, Caribbean Air Com- 
mand, Albrook AFB, Panama. 


Army Mountain Climber—Lt. William D. Hackett, Ft. Benning, Ga., established 
a new mountain-climbing record when he recently conquered the perilous heights 
of Africa’s two tallest-known peaks. It was learned only this week, because of slow 
communication from the heart of the dark continent, that Lt. Hackett had climbed 
Mt. Kilimanjaro and Mt. Kenya. 


Air Force Medical Service—Maj. Gen. Harry G. Armstrong, Surgeon General 

‘ of the U.S. Air Force Medical Service, and a group of 16 physicians and allied scien- 

tists recently completed a trip to Alaska, where they visited medical installations, con- 
ferred on medical problems with Air Force medical personnel stationed in Alaska, and 
viewed medical and arctic survival equipment in actual use.

Service Hospitals 
(Continued from First Page) 
oom “demands a giant of our profes- 

sion.” . 

When the subcommittee returns to 
Washington, Dr. Meiling will be recalled 
to give additional testimony, particularly 
with regard to the relief of Admiral 
Boone, who had been picked specially for 
this assignment by Secretary Johnson. 

Refutes Hawley Board 

Previously, Admiral Boone had served 
as executive secretary of the Hawley 
Board, whose members were the three 
Surgeons General and Maj. Gen. Paul 
Hawley, USA-Ret. Of note is the fact 
that this Board recommended one year 
ago that each of the five hospitals 
ordered to be shut down by Dr. Meiling 
be retained for use by the Armed Forces. 

In addition to his duty with the Hawley 
Board, which made hospital surveys 
around the world, Admiral Boone served 
in a similar capacity for the Hoover Com- 
mission task force investigating the ad- 
ministration of Federal hospitals. Thus, 
he was believed eminently qualified to 
serve as senior military member on the 
staff of the Director of Medical Services. 

During his appearance before the sub- 
committee, Admiral Boone indicated that 
he was called into the office of Admiral 
Swanson on 28 Feb. and was informed 
by the Surgeon General of the Navy that 
Dr. Meiling had asked for his transfer. 

“Dr. Meiling told Admiral Swanson 
that I had not been cooperative,” Admiral 
Boone related. He said that with Admiral 
Swanson and General Bliss (General 
Armstrong was out of town) he went to 
Dr. Meiling’s office that very afternoon 
for a conference. 

Admiral Boone asked Dr. Meiling if he 
could request relief from his assignment. 
The Director of Medical Services an- 
swered that if Admiral Boone went to 
Secretary Johnson, “you will be going 
over my head,” the witness declared. He 
said Dr. Meiling told him also that “I 
haven’t made out your report of fitness 
as yet.” Admiral Boone said he informed 
Dr. Meiling that fitness reports are made 
out by military personnel. 

Questions Concerning Relief 

Subcommittee members were anxious, 
in questioning Admiral Boone during his 
second day’s testimony, to ascertain 
whether his relief.resulted from what he 
stated before the Armed Services group. 





It was announced by the Department of 
Defense that Admiral Boone’s relief was 
ordered on 28 Feb., one week before his 
appearance on Capitol Hill in answer to 
a summons by the subcommittee. This 
was confirmed in Admiral Boone’s testi- 
mony, although at the time of his second 
appearance before the committee on 8 
March, he had yet to receive official 
transfer orders. 
Dr. Meiling’s Statement 

At the very moment that Admiral 
Boone was testifying at the Capitol, Dr. 
Meiling issued a statement at the Penta- 
gon on 8 March, which stated that 
“Admiral Boone was not in sympathy 
with the economy program of the medical 
services of the Armed Forces.” The fol- 
lowing is the text of Dr. Meiling’s state- 
ment: 

“In Oct., 1949, shortly after assuming 
the position of Director of Medical Serv- 


‘ ices, it became obvious to me that it was 


necessary to rotate Admiral Boone from 
the Office of the Secretary of Defense 
back to the Department of the Navy. 
Admiral Boone was not in sympathy with 
the economy program of the medical 
services of the Armed Forces. 

“In Nov., 1949, the Surgeon General of 
the Navy was specifically requested to 
replace Admiral Boone andes Admiral 
Swanson concurred in this request. 

“Admiral Boone is an officer with a 
distinguished military record and has 
every right to make any statement he 
desires before Committees of Congress or 
elsewhere. 

“Admiral Boone was officially notified 
by the Surgeon General of the Navy on 
28 Feb. that he was to be relieved from 
duty in the Office of the Secretary of 
Defense and reassigned in the Depart- 
ment of the Navy. It is to be noted that 
he was not called by the Committee to 
testify until late in the afternoon of 3 
March. 

“In October when I became Director of 
Medical Services the Department of De- 
fense had in excess of 100,000 bed spaces 
in, medical facilities and were staffing 
almost 46,281 for patients. They were 
staffing more than 16,000 beds in excess 
of the total patient requirements. There 
were only 19,848 military patients and 
some 5,121 dependents and 5,211 veterans 
in: the monthly average patient load of 
these hospitals. 

“Utilization of military hospitals by all 
three services is a Department of Defense 
policy.” 

Questioned as to whether he had re- 
ceived any instructions concerning re- 
sponses to questions put him by the Con- 
gressmen, Admiral Boone said that at a 
staff meeting on 7 March, an hour before 
his first appearance before the subcom- 
mittee, Dr. Meiling had informed a staff 
conference of Admiral Boone’s relief and 
had stated that anyone called by the 
subcommittee “would be held personally 
accountable for his testimony.” Admiral 
Boone said this admonition “did not dis- 
turb his equilibrium,” but he indicated, in 
response to questioning, the possibility 
that other officers conceivably might 
interpret this as a “threat.” 

Supports Dependent Care 


In his testimony, Admiral Boone joined 
with other ranking military medical offi- 
cers who had testified p:‘eviously, in 
emphasizing the great need for continua- 
tion of dependent care. He said there 
have been repeated attempts in recent 
years to eliminate or curtail this pro- 
gram. 

Previous testimony has brought to light 
the fact that the closing of the military 
hospitals will make it “extremely diffi- 
cult” in some cases for dependents to 
avail themselves of this traditional 
privilege. 

As the hospital hearings have devel- 
oped, subcommittee members have be- 
come increasingly concerned with the 
problem of dependent care and have 
asked pointed questions with regard to 
any pending plans which “directly or in- 
directly” would curtail or eliminate 
dependent care. 

Except for the study being conducted 
by the Management Committee, an- 
nounced at the time Secretary Johnson 
reported his opposition to elimination or 
curtailment of dependent care, no fur- 
ther developments were revealed in the 
testimony this week. 

Navy and AF Witnesses 


In addition to Admiral Boone, the 





testimony of Admiral Swanson and Gen- 
eral Armstrong featured the hearings 
before the Armed Services subcommittee 
this week. 

Neither officer indicated that the sav- 
ings predicted by Dr. Meiling during last 
week’s testimony would result from the 
economy program which has aroused 
such a furore. 

Appearing with Admiral Swanson, 
Capt. Frank P. Gilmore, MC, USN, Fiscal 
Director, Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery, indicated that during the first year 
of the program the Navy would not save 
any money as a result of closing the 
Long Beach Naval Hospital and reducing 
activities at other installations. 

The Department of Defense has esti- 
mated that the program will result in 
a net saving to the Navy of $8,600,000, 
with overall net savings estimated at 

The Navy witnesses reported that sav- 
ings, after the first year, will probably 
be about $450,000 or $500,000. 

In this regard, there was a report that 
the House Appropriations Committee, 
skeptical about Department of Defense 
savings estimates, may arbitrarily cut as 
much as $15,000,000 from appropriations 
for medical activities during Fiscal Year 
1951. Details concerning this development 
were lacking this week, since the hear- 
ings of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee on the Navy’s part of the defense 
budget have not yet been made public. 

Admiral Swanson’s Statement 


Admiral Swanson testified that it is 
his desire “to cooperate with all efforts 
designed to promote economy, provided 
we do actually achieve it, and provided 
we do not at the same time destroy more 
than we gain.” 

The Navy Surgeon General said “we 
are bound to provide medical support for 
military personnel on active duty. In 
addition, we take care of retired person- 
nel, dependents and a number of other 
categories of other supernumeraries, the 
largest group being veterans. 

“Therefore, we must have hospital fa- 
cilities sufficient to perform these tasks 
or else care for dependents and veterans 
must be curtailed.” 

Admiral Swanson warned also that we 
must maintain in a state of readiness, a 
reserve or excess of facilities to meet 
emergencies. “This is such a simple fact 
that it is strange it is so often lost sight 
of,” he continued. “Individuals will carry 
insurance and save for the rainy day, 
but at the same time expect their military 
to be whittled to the bone during peace- 
time. 

Admiral Swanson contended that “a 
sizable reserve of hospital beds will be 
cheap insurance until we come a lot 
closer to peace than we are today.” He 
said it costs only five cents per bed space 
per day to maintain reserve beds in naval 
hospitals. 


No Savings for Air Force 


For the Air Force, General Armstrong 
reported that instead of saving money in 
the budget, the economy program will 
cost the Air Force about $180,000 annu- 
ally. 

This is because the Air Force recom- 
penses the Navy for patients in naval hos- 
pitals, With the closing of the Army 
general hospitals, more Air Force pa- 
tients will have to be sent to naval hos- 
pitals. Although the Air Force does not 
recompense the Army for hospitalization 
of its patients, it does pay for care in 
naval hospitals. 

General Armstrong said that while the 
economy program envisages savings of 
$576,689 for the Air Force, as a result 
of drastic reductions at Lackland AFB, 
Tex., and Lowry AFB, Colo., medical fa- 
cilities, it is estimated that it will cost 
$758,000 for hospitalization in Navy fa- 


_ cilities. 


. In response to a question from the sub- 
committee, General Armstrong agreed 
that the issuance of the order closing 
and curtailing hospitals “may have been 
premature,” because the Services do not 
yet know whether they will be responsible 
for hospitalization of Reserve personnel 
retired for physical disability under pro- 
visions of the Career Compensation Act.

The hearings concluded on Wednesday, 
8 March, with the testimony of Dr. Paul 
Magnuson, Veterans Administration med- 
ical director.

Dr. Magnuson said he supported strong- 
ly the program of placing VA patients in 
military hospitals. Reiterating testimony 
of Admiral Boone, Dr. Magnuson said 
that the presence of VA patients in mili- 
tary hospitals is important in the train- 
ing of young doctors in the Armed Forces. 
He emphasized that at the present time, 
the VA does not have sufficient beds to 
take care of its requirements and ex- 
plained that the allocation of VA patients 
to Army, Navy and Air Force hospital 
facilities has been of great assistance. 
Retired Officers Association 

In a statement to the subcommittee, 
the Retired Offiecrs Association said the 
hospital closings would make care for re- 
tired personnel and service dependents 
“exceedingly difficult, if not impossible, to 
obtain.” The Association said “the avail- 
ability of adequate facijities is not only 
necessary, but essential to keep in a high 
state of physical fitness those who might 
again be called back to active duty in a 
possible emergency. . .. The morale fac- 
tor of the availability of medical-hospital 
benefits, both to those who have com- 
pleted their careers and those who are 
now serving with that goal as an incen- 
tive, cannot be too strongly emphasized,” 
the Association declared. 

The statement recommended against 
the adoption of “any program with-re- 
gard to hospitalization which may fail to 
maintain adequate facilities to continue, 
or even to expand, the availability of 
medical facilities to serve and hospitalize 
retired personnel and service dependents.” 


Housing for Japan 

General of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, Supreme Corhmander Allied 
Powers, has directed the Japanesegovern- 
ment to take “immediate steps” for con- 
struction of 2,000 rental houses for use 
by military personnel ‘to alleviate the 
acute housing shortage. 

The cost of construction is to be fi- 
nanced from U. S. Aid Counterpart Funds 
as a loan to a Japanese government cor- 
poration to be established for such pur- 
poses. This construction program will 
have no impact on the Japanese govern- 
ment budget, as the Counterpart Fund 
accrues from the sale of U. S. Aid com- 
modities. ; 

The construction program will be 
spread throughout Japan in areas where 
there has been an acute shortage for 
some time. The bulk is designated for 
Eighth Army and the Far East Air 
Forces, with 50 earmarked for Navy at 
Yokosuka. 

The construction program follows a 
decision by the U. S. Comptroller General 
which will permit military personnel to 
collect their rental allowances in dollars 
and pay Japanese rentors directly in yen. 
Completion of the 2,000 housing units will 
release to the Japanese economy some 
facilities in temporary use by the occupa- 
tion forces. 

The construction project will be a capi- 
tal asset for the Japanese government. 
Annual dollar income for the Japanese, 
following the completion of the program 
by’1 August. is expected to, reach $2,669,- 
000. The immediate release of three resort 
hotels upon the completion of the units 
will aid in the early acceleration of 
Japan’s tourist trade, source of the coun- 
try’s fourth largest dollar income in pre- 
war days. Three hotels are earmarked for 
early return to the Japanese—the Unzen 
Kanko at Nikko, Yumei at Kyoto and the 
Hakuunro at Kanazawa. 


Navy To Train 1900 


More than 1,900 college students, en- 
rolled in the Navy’s ROC (reserve officer 
candidate) program, will report in early 
July for six weeks of either basic or 
advanced training at one of three Naval 
training stations: Newport, R. L; San 
Diego, Calif.; or Great Lakes, Il. 

Included in the total is an initial group 
of 160 women students who will receive 
basic training at Great Lakes. No women 
candidates were trained last year. 

The men students, who will train at 
Newport and San Diego, include more 
than 500 advanced trainees who com- 
pletad their basic training last summer, 
and approximately 1,200 basic trainees.

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Unemployment Report 


The Census Bureau this week reported 
that unemployment in the United States 
during February had increased by 204,- 
000, as compared with January, bringing 
the total number of jobless to 4,684,000, 
the highest since August 1941, when there 
were 5,620,000 unemployed. The census 
Bureau figure did not include those who 
were temporarily idle because of the coal 
strike. 

It was observed that between January 
and February of 1949 there was a 500,000 
increase in unemployment, though the 
total unemployed was well below this 
year’s figure. Actually there was some 
6,000 more employed in Februray of 1950 
than in January, but the total labor force 
increased by 210,000, largely by reason of 
the midyear graduations from high 
schools and colleges, which put a large 
number of young people into the labor 
market. 

Despite the large number of unemploy- 
ed Secretary of Commerce Charles Saw- 
yer saw no cause for alarm. He said: 

“The slight rise in unemployment be- 
tween January and February appears to 
be due mainly to a seasonal increase in 
the labor force and not to any cutbacks 
in employment, Non-farm employment 
seems to be holding steady this year in 
contrast to last year.” 

There are at present 56,953,000 persons 
with regular work in the United States. 
This is about 3 million short of the 60 mil- 
lion regarded as the desirable employ- 
able goal for a total population of 150 
million.

Reserve Merchant Fleet 


Testimony by Maritime Commission of- 
ficials before a House Appropriations 
subcommittee, made public yesterday, 
reveals that the nation’s reserve mer- 
chant fleet is expected to total 2270 ves- 
sels by 30 June 1951, an increase of 91 
vessels over current strength. 

To maintain the vessels in reserve 
status will cost $7,369,000 during the next 
fiscal year. It was reported that it costs 
about $2,600 per year per ship for all 
forms of preservation and overhead, in- 
cluding bottom preservation. 

The Maritime Commission witnesses 
told the House group that of the ships 
in reserve status, only 45 are obsolete or 
badly damaged and that the remaining 
vessels “are considered to be in a condi- 
tion that fully warrants permanent pres- 
ervation for national defense purposes.” 

The 1951 budget for the Maritime Com- 
mission includes also $10,000,000 for con- 
struction of a Navy prototype ship, to be 
used as a fast cargo or combination 
Passenger-cargo ship in peacetime and 
be capable of rapid transformation for 
wartime use. The vessel is being designed 
for a speed of 20 knots.

During World War II, Captain Leslie 
was District Coast Guard Officer, 8th Na- 
val District, and later served as DCGO, 
17th Naval District, Ketchikan, Alaska. 
He relieved Rear Adm. R. T. McElligott 
as Chief of Personnel in Feb. 1949. 

A graduate of the Coast Guard Acad- 
emy in 1920, Captain Hall is 53 years old. 
During the war, he was in command of 
the Cutter Alexander Hamilton until 
early in 1942, when he was executive offi- 
cer of the Coast Guard Training Station 
at Manhattan Beach, N. Y. 

In Sept. 1944, he was given command 
of the USS Cavalier, an assault transport, 
aboard which he took part in landings in 
the Philippines campaign. He has been 
Chief of Operations since Nov. 1949.

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such programs to eliminate the possibility 
of duplication and to interchange infor- 
mation through the structure of the Re- 
search and Development Board. Even 
further, the Signal Corps jointly partici- 
pates with the Navy and Air Force in a 
number of large contracts in which the 
three services have mutual interest and 
which are capable of rapid expansion in 
the event of war. Such contracts are un- 
derway at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, Harvard, Princeton, Co- 
lumbia, Stanford, University of Alaska, 
New York University, Bureau of Mines, 
Western Electric Company, and General 
Electric Company. Research in these 
joint contracts is coordinated through 
Joint Service Advisory Committees which 
meet regularly with the technical person- 
nel of the contractor, and bring about a 
completely unified effort. 

The research and development activi- 
ties of SCEL are carried on in three sepa- 
rate and specialized units of Squier, Coles 
and Evans Signal Laboratories within a 
fifteen-mile radius of Ft. Monmouth, and 
at field stations in Florida, New Mexico, 
New Hampshire and Alaska. 


Squier Signal Laboratory 


This laboratory is located at Ft. Mon- 
mouth and houses the headquarters of 
the Engineering Laboratories. It is also 
the center of development of components 
and materials used in end-item equipment 
such as communications and radar. 

During the war this laboratory carried 
on extensive research and development 
on components and materials for equip- 
ment to withstand operation in the trop- 
ics and temperate zones, as a result of 
which improvement in durability has 
been achieved contributing largely to suc- 
cessful operation of equipment in the 
field. This quality improvement in part 
made possible the complicated electronic 
equipment generally used by industry to- 
day and while this was the result of com- 
bined efforts of the armed forces and in- 
dustry, the major guiding effort respon- 
sible for these strides was by Squier Sig- 
nal Laboratory. 

Since the war, sharply increased atten- 
tion has been given to the operation of 
equipment in extremely cold climates and 
to the reduction in size of equipment to 
facilitate rapid transportation by troops. 
Research and development towards these 
requirements are supplemented through 
contracts with educational institutions 
and industry, monitored by this labora- 
tory and supported by extensive research 
conducted by it. This laboratory is 
equipped with cold rooms permitting the 
testing of equipment under conditions of 
ice, cold and snow down to —80° F, and 
with heat chambers simulating all de- 
grees and climates of tropical operation. 

Squier Signal Laboratory is also the 
focal point of frequency control and 
quartz oscillator research; and of broad 
studies and development in photography 
and photographic processes for motion 
and still cameras. Here also are con- 
ducted primary and secondary battery 
and battery-substitute research and com- 
ponent part, circuit element and internal 
combustion power development. 

Coles Signal Laboratory 

At Coles Signal Laboratory, basic re- 
search and development is translated into 
actual items of communication equipment 
suitable for use by the Army Field Forces 
and other branches of the Armed Forces. 

The primary aims of the present pro- 
gram are two-fold: first, by a comprehen- 
sive basic research program to exploit 
and evaluate new concepts, techniques 
and methods in radio and wire communi- 
cations; and second, to simplify and re- 
duce the design in weight and volume 
and to improve the efficiency of all types 
of equipment. As a result, a large number 
of devices employing new concepts in the 
field of communications have been com- 
pleted since the war. These include an ex- 
perimental radio communication set 
about the size of a package of cigarettes 
and weighing eleven ounces, containing 
a radio transmitter and receiver, com- 
bined microphone and loudspeaker, and 
battery power supply, while a new tele- 
printer less than one-quarter the weight 
and one-half the size of its predecessor 








has been developed which is capable of 
operating at speeds as high as 100 wpm. 

The overall research and development 
carried on in this laboratory today is 
aimed at developing and designing com- 
munications equipment capable of fur- 
nishing positive, flexible and extremely 
rapid services in any type of terrain and 
under varied atmospheric conditions for 
communications over short distances and 
between widely distributed areas over 
the globe. In designing and developing 
this equipment hundreds of various items 
must be integrated so that every unit is 
capable of operating into or from the 
output of the next link in the communi- 
cations chain. This system of integration 
—totally new in the field of military com- 
munications—constitutes a monumental 
engineering problem. Through this re- 
search and development now proceeding, 
our goal is to provide our armed forces 
with the most comprehensive and thor- 
oughly integrated communications sys- 
tem in U. S. military history. 

Evans Signal Laboratory 

From the point of view of size the Evans 
Signal Laboratory is the largest of the 
three laboratories at Ft. Monmouth com- 
prising SCEL. Occupying an area of two 
hundred and eighty-five acres, and housed 
in three hundred and fifty buildings, it is 
situated on the original site of the Mar- 
coni Wireless Telegraph Company’s trans- 
atlantic receiving station erected in 1914. 
The broad research and development re- 
sponsibilities assigned to this laboratory 
are carried out in its four branches: 

The Radar Branch is responsible for de- 
velopment of Signal Corps radar euip- 
ment. Many new radar applications dif- 
fering radically from those on which the 
original radar concept was based, have 
been developed here. Significantly, it was 
here on the old Marconi receiving sta- 
tion site, that the first radar contact re- 
cently was made with the moon, setting a 
world record for distance in transmission 
and reception of a signal. 

The heart of modern radio develop- 
ment, as always, is the vacuum tube. The 
Thermionics Branch of this laboratory is 
assigned the important task of develop- 
ing and standardizing vacuum tubes for 
the armed services. The laboratory is 
equipped with facilities for the complete 
manufacture, on an experimental basis, 
of any type of vacuum tube. Since the 
strategic materials required to manufac- 
ture vacuum tubes conceivably may de- 
termine the cost of any future armed con- 
flict, the research and development 
carried on here to standardize and econo- 
mize the cost of production of vacuum 
tubes patently constitutes a most vital 
responsibility. 

The Meteorological Branch of this lab- 
oratory is responsible for the develop- 
ment and improvement of meteorological 
instruments and for research into the 
physical phenomena associated with the 
“weather.” In contrast with “weather,” 
as it is usually thought of, this Branch 
concerns itself with all phases of atmos- 
pheric measurements at heights from the 
earth’s surface to the upper atmosphere. 
The development of techniques and in- 
struments and the solution of problems 
associated with the many atmospheric oc- 
currences has demanded a high degree of 
ingenuity and originality of thought on 
the part of this Branch. Project CIRRUS, 
conducted in conjunction with the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, sometimes mis- 
called “weather control,” is representa- 
tive of the type of basic research with 
which the Meteorological Branch is asso- 
ciated. Studies of the “weather” existing 
at great heights which may affect the 
daily weather as we know it or may de- 
termine the accuracy of gunfire or a mis- 
sile to follow a given path has led to the 
development of balloons which hold the 
world record for unmanned balloons hav- 
ing an ascension record of 140,000 feet. 

Rounding out the broad activities as- 
signed to Evans Signal Laboratory, the 
General Engineering Branch is concerned 
with varied problems in the projection 
and detection of sound, heat and light, as 
well as with parallel scientific studies. 

For the sake of brevity and because 
of the close association with problems 
involving security, the above is but a 
thumb-nail sketch of the research and de- 
velopment activities at this installation. 
The staff of approximately 2,500 men and 
women working at SCEL are well aware 
of their profound and significant respon- 


| sibility, for they know that the Signal 





Corps—synonymous with communications 
—is the voice of command, the life-pulse 


of military tactics, the very eyes and 


ears of the Army, and that in these 
troubled times the security of a nation 
is guaranteed only by the technical pre- 
eminence of its soldiers and their equip- 
ment. 





Widows Suffer Loss 
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Executive Order prepared by the Bureau 
of the Budget. One obstacle to early 
agreement has been the insistence that 
the Defense Department assume respon- 
sibility for all expense related to all 
retired personnel, Regular and non-Regu- 
lar. Heretofore payments and hospitaliza- 
tion of retired Regular personnel were 
under the jurisdiction of the military de- 
partments, while retired non-Regulars 
were handled by the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration. 

A top Bureau of the Budget official told 
a Congressional subcommittee this week 
that issuance of the controversial Execu- 
tive Order pertaining to physical disa- 
bility retirement is expected momen- 
tarily. The statement came from Mr. 
Donald B. MacPhail, assistant to Budget 
Director Frank Pace, and was made dur- 
ing testimony before the special House 
Armed Services subcommittee on hospi- 
tals. 

The subcommittee, under the chair- 
manship of Representative L. Mendel 
Rivers (D-S.C.), is investigating the 
order of the Department of Defense to 
close five major military hospitals in the 
United States and reduce operations at 
other medical facilities. 

Subcommittee members contended that 
it was impossible for the Services to plan 
efficiently for future medical require- 
ments in the absence of the Presidential 
decision as to whether the Armed Forces 
or the Veterans Administration will be 
charged with responsibility for medical 
care of persons retired for physical 
disability. 

The appearance of Mr. MacPhail before 
the Congressional group came on the 
heels of disclosure that more than 3,000 
non-Regular military personnel desig- 
nated to be retired for physical disability 
since 1 Sept. 1949, are still on an active 
duty status, pending publication of the 
Executive Order. 

It was stated that the delay in issuance 
of the Executive Order has been costing 
the Government approximately $1,000,000 
a month, and during this week's testi- 
mony it was indicated that this cost may 
be as high as $1,500,000. 

Recapitulating the background of the 
delay, Mr. MacPhail related that the 
Career Compensation Act was signed on 
12 Oct. 1949, and that on 28 Oct. a letter 
was dispatched from the Bureau of the 
Budget to the Secretary of Defense ask- 
ing for recommendations as to how pay- 
ments and hospitalization of the physical 
disability retirement cases should be 
made, based on Section 414(b) of the Act. 

The Budget official said the matter was 
referred by Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson to the Personnel Policy Board 
for consideration. Not until 14 Feb. was 
a formal response to the October letter 
received by the Bureau of the Budget, 
Mr. MacPhail related. 

Appearing before the subcommittee on 
7 March, Mr. MacPhail said that at the 
present time the recommendations are 
being circulated among responsible offi- 
cials in the Department of Defense and 
Veterans Administration. 

“We hope to get the order out in a 
week or so.” he declared. 

During his testimony, Mr. MacPhail 
confirmed the fact that the Bureau of the 
Budget originally wanted the Services to 
pay and hospitalize all physical disability 
retirement cases and make provisions for 
necessary re-examinations.
